There was no general election, the candi- 
dates voted for being municipal and legis- 


lative. \ 


The estimate of 20,000 Democratic ma- 
jority in the State is based upon the ma- 
jority from about half the legislative dis- 
tricts, those in which the fight was closest. 
The day passed quietly. There was little 
disorder and few claims of fraud.’ The 
City of Louisville overcame a Republican 
majority of some 3,000 and elected a full 
Democratic city ticket by majorities ap- 
proximating 5,000. They also gain sev- 
eral additional seats in the Legislature. 

The Democrats have gained three and 
possibly four Senators, making the total 
Democrats 25 or 26 to 13 or 12 Republicans, 


and have gained probably 15 in the House, 
making the House stand 75 Democrats to 
25 Republicans. Then the Democrats will 
have netrly two-thirds. vote on joint ballot. 
An increased Democratic majority in the 
Legislature. was conceded, but the Repub- 
licans had hoped to carry Louisville, The 
Repuphete objection to Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue Sapp, against whom charges 


are pending, is the cause of the defeat of 
the Republican city ticket. 
The Legislature, besides electing a Demo-

MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICAN. 


Josiah Quincy, However, Cuts Down the 
Usual Plurality — Democrats 
Fought to Organize.

BOSTON, Nov. 5.—The Republican ticket 
is re-elected in Massachusetts by a plurality 
of some 64,000, against 65,100 two years 
ago. Last year the plurality was 97,000. 

In Boston, where the average Democratic 
majority in State elections is 2,700, Quincy 
has received 7,699 more votes than Crane. 

The entire machinery of the State Gov- 
ernment remains in Republican hands, the 
Legislature being overwhelmingly theirs. 

The canvass conducted by the Democrats 
has been an active one, Mr. Quincy having 
been on the stump nightly, whereas the 
Republican ‘State Committee decided to 
hold no meetings and held to its deciaion. 
“There is no issue,"’ said Chairman Goet- 
ting. The main object of the Democrats 
this year was to pull the party together

NEBRASKA AGAIN REPUBLICAN. 





LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 5.~Indications at 
10 o’clock based on scattering precinct re- 
turns were that Nebraska had reaffirmed 
her verdict of last year in favor of the 
Republicans. Figures up to that hour, 
mainly from the smaller towns and a few

FRAUD CHARGED IN MARYLAND. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 6.—The count in 
Maryland and Baltimore City was serious- 
Iy delayed by the intricacies of the new 
ballot law, frauds in printing the bal- 
lots, and the determination of Democrats 
to carry everything with a high hand, 
as in the old ring days. 

United States Senator McComas at 2 
o'clock claims Baltimore City for the Re- 
publicans by 2,500 plurality. and two of the 
three city legislative districts, including a 
State Senator. The incomplete returns 
seem to bear out his claim, though remain- 
ing precincts may change it. This would 
be a loss to the Democrats of twelve mem- 
bers of the House and one State Senator, as 
the entire city delegation of eighteen mem- 
bers of the lower house in the last Legis- 
lature were Democrats.

12,186. The First Legislative District of 
Baltimore City, with sixty-nine precincts 
missing, gives the leading Republican can- 
didate 3,822 votes, while the leading Demo- 
cratic candidate has 3,804. The others 
range from 3.604 to 3,790, and the delega- 
tion is about evenly divided between the 
two parties, as indicated by the returns 
now in. The Second District is probably 
Democratic, while the Third is almost 
surely Republican. 

All sorts of errors, typographical and 
others, both accidental and intention&al, ap- 
peared on the ballots in the different coun- 
ties. They made the already confusing new 
ballot,, the conception of Mr. Gorman, al- 
most impossible to mark correctly, and in 
some places nearly wrought the feelings of 
the people up to fighting pitch. 

In Washington County the word ‘‘ Repub- 
lican” appeared after the name of the 
Prohibition candidate for State Controller, 
thus making two Republican candidates for 
the one office. QGnly a part of the ballots 
were thus printed. The County Supervisors 
of Election ordered voting suspended in 
certain precincts until corrected ballots 
could be substituted. The Republican lead- 
ers charge that it was a Democratic trick. 
The printers declared it was purely a typo- 
graphical error, though he admitted the 
possibility that some unscrupulous person 
might have made a change in the form. 

The Democrats deny any attempt art 
fraud. In the Sharpsburg district ths er- 
ror nearly precipitated a riot. The Demo. 
crats lost by it as well as the Republicafy, 
because of the feeling aroused. In this 
city there was a row in one crecinct be- 
cause a voter remained in the booth more 
than seven minutes, the allotted time. Vot- 
ing was stopped for hours in another prre- 
cinct because a voter refused to use a ba!lot 
he claimed was marked. , It was foun that 
nearly all the ballots in’ that precinct had 
a‘similar blemish. In other wards blurs 
on the ballots caused by the printer’s care- 
lessness, were discovered, and the Super- 
visors at once issued instructions tha‘ all 
such ballots should be counted. 

Returns at hand show a tremendous fall- 
ing off in the vote both in the city and the 
counties. It seems highly probable that 
no more than 75,000 votes have been polled 
in Baltimore, against 110,000 cast two years 
ago at the municipal elections. Chairman 
Goldsborough of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee, still claims to have elected 
his ticket, and asserts that the Republic- 
ans will have a majority on joint ballot in 
the General Assembly, while Chairman 
Vandiver of the Democratic Committee 
makes a like claim for his party.

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REPUBLICANS CLAIM 
NEW JERSEY BY 8,000 


Franklin Murphy Chosen Governor 
and Five Senators Elected. 








NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 5.—The Repub- 
licans carried this State to-day, electing 
Franklin Murphy Governor by at least 
8.000 over James M. Seymour, his Demo- 
cratic opponent. Murphy’s majority may 
go several thousand higher, and his friends 
are claiming from 10,000 to 13,500. 

The Republicans elect strong majorities in 
both houses of the Legislature. The great- 
est surprise of the day was in Warren 
County, which elected a Republican to the 
Assembly, something which never occurred 
before. 


Essex will probably give Mr. Murphy 
seven to eight thousand. The Democratic 
organization there lay down completely and 
made no effort to elect Mr. Seymour. The 
Legislature elected will not vote for a 
United States Senator. 

Mr. Murphy cdrried the city by about 
3,000. He will carry the county by not less 
than 8,000. The Democratic leaders here 
concede this, and that his majority in the 
State will be several thousands larger than 
that given Voorhees three years ago. The 


entire Republican ticket is elected for the 
minor offices. 


Both branches of the Legislature will 


be Republican. In the Assembly the 
Republicans elected forty-five, and the 
Democrats fifteen members. In the Sen- 


ate there will be sixteen Republicans and 


five Democrats. Of this number fourteen 
were holdovers.

RICHARD ROKER SAYS 
HE WILL ABDIGTE 


His Mantle to Fall on Mr, Car- 
roll’s Shoulders. 


DISHEARTENED BY THE ROUT 


Mr. Croker, It Is Declared, First Offered 
the Leadership to Senator Sullivan, 
Who Preferred to Stand By 
His Chief.

Richard Croker told a friend last even- 
ing at the Democratic Club that he had 
gone’ through his last campaign as the 
leadér of Tammany Hall. The robes of the 
leadership will fall on the shoulders of 
John F. Carroll, according to an amicable 
arrangement said to have been made at 
a conference between Senator Timothy D. 
Sullivan and Mr. Croker. 

The Tammany leader was thoroughly dis- 
heartened over the result of the election. 
He -waited ungil nearly 11 o'clock, and 
when all hope was given up by Secieiury 
Smith and Mayor Van Wyck, Mr. Croker 
asked Senator Sullivan and.a few othe. 
friends to go to a restaurant. Mr. Caz.oll 
had a short talk with Mr. Croker, and 
then declined to go out to satisfy his hun- 
ger. Senator Sullivan, Mr. Croker, and 
Maurice Untermyer spent half an hour 


talking over matters. Senator Sullivan ix 
said to have toid Mr. Croker: 

“TT will stand by you, and we will go 
right to work and make the fight of our 
lives two years from now. We will win 
then in a walk.”’ 

Mr. Croker told Senator Sullivan that he 
did not waht to go through another cam- 
paign, and that he was wiiling to give up 
to the Bowery Senator the leadership of 
Tammany Halli at once. 

Senator Sullivan said to Mr. Croker that 
he had no desire to take his place as lead- 
er, and that.he would be loyal to the end. 

Then the selection of a man who would 
handle the reins of Tammany Hall during 
the two years of Seth ‘Low's administra- 
tion was discussed ‘at length. 

An arrangement similiar to this was made 
when Mr. Croker abdicated the leadership 
several years ago and John C. Sheehan 
was installed betore Mr. Croker sailed for 
Europe. Senator Sullivan is said to have 
acknowledged at once that there would 
be much wisdom in giving the active con- 
trol of Tammany affairs to Mr. Carroll. 

From the restaurant opposite Tammany 
Hall Mr. Croker started for the Democratic 
Club, On going through the crowd a 
man made a remark of a derogatory char- 
acter concerning Mr. Croker. Senator Sui- 
livan knocked him down. 

Mr. Croker went at once to his room in 
the club and refused to say anything more 
about the election. To a friend who was in 
4 Croker’s room the Tammany leader 
said: 

“T have gone through my last campaign. 
A statement as to my intentions will be 
given out to-morrow to the newspapers.”

I am certain 
that under Low, Grout, and Fornes we will 
have an honest, business-like, efficient, and

COLUMBIA STUDENTS 
IN A BROADWAY MOB. 


Traffic on the Street Interrupted Just 
After Midnight—Police Reserves 
Called Out. 


Broadway near the corner of Forty-sec- 
ond Street was blocked for about ten min- 
utes after midnight by a mob which gath- 
ered itself around two Women’ who were 
fighting on the street, and in the midst of 
which several other fights took place be- 
fore the melee was ended. It was stated 
that a number of the most boisterous 


members of the crowd were students of 
Columbia College, who were marching up 
Broadway in celebration of the election 
of Seth Low. 

The main trouble occurred in front of the 
Rossmore Hotel. At about 12:30 o'clock two 
women were seen to be fighting in front of 
the hotel entrance. Immediately a crowd 
gathered, and a very few moments later the 
crowd of students and others came march- 
ing up the street, forming a line which in- 
closed the rest of the crowd. 

The new crowd then attempted to monop- 
olize the street, and the people who had 
been watching the women now turned 
around to see the boisterous individuals 
who had appeared upon the scene. Efforts 
were made to frustrate the apparent plan 
of the new-comers to monopolize the street, 
and there. was a sort of football scramble 
which lasted for sevéral minutes. 

A great crowd of people was returning 
home at that hour from having watched the 
election bulletins, and it was not long be- 
fore the throng reached from Forty-second 
Street down Broadway almost to Forty- 
fiPst. The street cars were blocked for the 
time being, and cabs and other vehicles 
were unable to proceed. 

In all of this time no policeman had ap- 
peared: The fighting women had been hus- 
tled away by friends of theirs who had ap- 
peared, and there was a general scramble 
of people attempting to get through the 
crowd. At last a single patrolman came 
upon the scene, and he immediately tele- 
phoned for the reserves of the West Thir- 
tieth Street. Station. About fifteen re- 
serves from this station responded, and 
they soon cleared the street, although many 
of the students and those with them con- 
gregated on Forty-second Street on either 
side of Broadway. 

The police remained upon the_ scene, 
however,-and by 1 o’clock there appeared 
to be no promise of further trouble. There 
were about five thousand persons in the 
mob at one time, it was estimated. 


SHOTS FIRED IN RACE 
RIOT ON EIGHTH AVENUE. 


An argument between several negroes at 
Thirty-seventh Street and Eighth Avenue 
last night nearly ended in another race 
riot, and but for the timely arrival of police 
reserves, several negroes would have been 
roughly handled. 

The negroeewere arguing at Thirty- 
eighth Street and Eighth Avenue, among 
the crowd being’ Samuel Taylor, twenty- 
six, of 325 West-Fortieth Street, and Will- 
iam Hunt, thirty-eight, of 267 West For- 
ticth Street. While arguing two shots were 
fired, and the negroes scattered. Taylor 
and Hunt started up Highth Avenue with 
a rapidly increasing crowd of white people 
after :hem. 

The cry of “ Riot!’ was raised, which 
was soon changed to “‘ Lynch the niggers! ”’ 
and soon BHighth Avenue was filled with 
people chasing the negroes. The negrocs 
ran up to Fortieth Street and down the 
block toward Ninth Avenue. While pass- 
ing 630 Highth Avenue, which is a polling 
place, Policemen Stanton and Kelly heard 
the noise and started in pursuit of the 
men. 

They cornered them .n a hallway, where 
they had_taken protection and_tried to 
keep the crowd off. The crowd demanded 
the surrender of the negroes, and the police 
drew their revolvers. A fusillade of stones 
followed, which hit both negroes and po- 
licemen. Policeman Stanton sent in a 
hurry call for the reserves, while Policeman 
Kelly guarded the men. 

The reserves quickly responded, and in a 
few moments thirty policemen with a. pa- 
trol were on the scene. They charged the 
crowd with their night sticks, ot wailing 
for ceremony, and drove them hack suffi. 
ciently to get the men into the wagon and 
take them to the station. , 

It was there found that Taylor had been 
shot in the right leg, had numerous cuts 
and scalp wounds from stones, and that 
Hunt had a number of superficial wounds. 
An ambulance was called, and Taylor was 
taken to Believue Hospital, while Hunt 
was locked up for inciting a rio_and dis- 
orderly conduct. :

At a few minutes after 10 o'clock last 
night Edward M. Shepard publicly admit- 
ted that he had been defeated. He was 
smiling in the face of the disaster and ap- 
peared more like a winning candidate than 
one who had failed of election. Mr. Shep- 
ard’s lips twitched slightly, however, as he 
read a statement in which he expressed 
kind wishes for Mr. Low and the success of 
his administration, and declared that he 
had no complaint to make. 

Mr. Shepard reached Police Headquarters 
in Brooklyn at 7 o’clock. He inquired anx- 
iously for news immediately upon his ar- 
rival: On his way to the headquarters hé 
had seen bulletins displayed indicating the 
success of the Fusion city ticket. At first 
Mr. Shepard refused to accept the unfavor- 
able returns which kept pouring in. At 8 
o’clock, with the din of cheering outside in 
his ears, he appeared to realize that there 
was no hope of his election, and sent out 
word to the reporters that he might have 
something to say in a few minutes. 

George Foster Peabody, A. Augustus 
Healey, Harrington Putnam, Deputy Com- 
missioner B. J. York, Sheriff William Wal- 


ton, Charles E, Robertson, President of the 
Board of Education of Brooklyn, and one 
or two personal friends, were with Mr. 
Shepard during the evening. At 9 o'clock 
James Shevlin and ex-Justice Augustus 
Van Wyck came in-and joined the party. 
Early in the evening returns were rushed 
from the Bureau of Elections up stairs 
and read to Mr, Shepard. Figures were also 
received over the telephone, and handed to 
Mr. Shepard by Deputy Commissioner 
York. At % o’clock gloom had settled over 
the headquarters, and little effort was 
made to furnish Mr. Shepard with any- 
thing but important figures, 

One wag in the Bureau of Elections 
wrote ‘‘ Shepard's funeral” on a slip con- 
taining some particularly disquieting in- 
formation. The slip was promptly torn 
up ane the figures transferred to another 
lank. 


HIS MESSAGE TO LOW. 


When Mr. Shepard stepped out of Mr. 
York’s private office at 10 o'clock to an- 
ncunce to the reporters his recognition of 
dcfeat he was smiling. 


“First of all, gentlemen,” he said, hold- 
ing up a paper in his hand, ‘‘i have here a 
telegram which I shall send at once ‘to 
President Low.” 

He said: 

“With all sincerity I wish you the ut- 
most success in the great office to which 
the people of Greater New Yorx have calicd 
you. 

Then turning to the reporrers he said 
again with a sad note in his voice: ‘‘ I sup- 
pose that you wish to interview me.” 

Mr, Shepard then said: 

“IT sincerely wish President Low a thor- 
oughly successful administration. The peo- 
ple having indicated their decided prefer- 
ence, not only is it the duty of every good 
citizen to cheerfully acquiesce in the re- 
sult, but he should do his utmost to make 
the result beneficial to the city. All of us, 
Democrats and Republicans alike, should 
hold up the hands_of those whom the peo- 
ple pare chosen in*all good work on their 
part. 

‘‘Of course I regret the result, but trust 
that the beneficent purposes that those 
who nominated me and I had in mind may 
be realized, even if in a manner different 
from that which we would have preferred: 
I thoroughly appreciate the efficient work 
done against adverse conditions by the 
Democratic organizations in the five Bor- 
oughs. 

‘TI believe that the face of the New York 
Democracy, notwithstanding this ttempor- 
ary defeat, is definitely set tg a. future 
of political reform, which will*at no dis- 
tant day bring to the party merited honor 
and success.”’ 

“Are you to be the new leader of Tam- 
many Hall?” inquired a reporter. 

Mr. Shepard laughed heartily for nearly 
a minute. Then he said, paraphrasing his 
stereotyped campaign reply: 

“I'm afraid that question touches on 
politics.” 

‘“ Will you continue active in politics?” 
was asked. 

“Not for a few months, I guess,” he 
answered, and again laughed merrily. 

Pressed to define what he meant by ‘ad- 
verse conditions’’ and to talk about 
“‘ Deveryism,’’ Mr. Shepard good-humoredly 
said again: 

‘I’m afraid those questions also touch 
on politics."’ 

Some one inquired of Mr. Shepard if he 
thought he had been knifed by Tammany. 
The smile left Mr. Shepard’s face, and his 
eyes flashed as his voice rang out in reply. 


NO COMPLAINT TO OFFER. 


“No, Sir; I have no complaint to make. 
So far as I know, I have been treated with 
great loyalty in all the boroughs.”’ 


Another effort was made to induce Mr. 
Shepard to talk about the causes of his 
defeat. He replied, laughingly: 

“The main reason I was beaten was be- 
cause we failed to get votes enough. The 
people evidently preferred President Low 
to myself.” 

Mr. Shepard said that he would go to Lake 
George on Friday for a few days’ rest. 

‘*T had planned this little vacation, win or 
lose,’’ he said by way of explanation. 

In response to an inquiry, Mr. Shepard 
said he might spend a month in Europe 
during the Winter. 

Mr. Shevlin, who stood near Mr. Shepard 
during the interview, said of the result: 

“It appears to be a great victory for 
the newspapers. If the Reform candidates 
elected satisfy the papers, they will be 
satisfactory to the Democratic organiza- 
tion of Kings County. 

Mr. Shepard was soon driven to his 
home, which he reached at 11 o'clock. 


EDWARD M. SHEPARD 
VOTES IN A STABLE. 


Edward M. Shepard rose late yesterday 
morning after a good night’s sleep, took 
breakfast, and voted at a few minutes after 
11 o'clock. The polling place was at Henry 
and Warren Streets, about three minutes’ 
walk from Mr. Shepard's Brooklyn home. 
It was fituated in the dark recesses of. a 
livery stable. When Mr. Shepard reached 
there he found a crowd of neighbors, re- 
porters, and camera experts. When ac- 
costed by the reporters Mr. Shepard said 
he had no news to give out and little to say. 

In response to the old question, ‘‘ What 
will you do with Devery, if elected?” Mr. 
Shepard replied laughingly: ‘‘ I may only be 
able to make faces at him.”’ 

Plied with similar queries, he said that he 
would say nothing of political questions un- 
til after the polls closed. 

**To-night, win or lose, I shall have some- 
thing to say to you,” said Mr. Shepard. 

Mr. Shepard, to all appearances, was

Park Row Also Cut Off to the Usual 
Bulletin Crowds. 








Cordon of 350 Police Averts Danger 
from the Rapid Transit Tun- 
_ nel Excavatiens. 





.For the first time since the telegraph and 
the telephone made it possible for news- 
papers to give early information as to the 
result of elections, Park Row and City Hall 
Park were clear of a great crowd. The ex- 
cavations cn the rapid transit tunnel made 
it unsafe, in the opinion of the tunnel engi- 
neers, for a crowd to \congregate in the 
neighborhood, and the police took extraor- 
dinary precautions to insure that the 
square should be entirely cleared. 

As a result of the, arrangements of the 
police, a mass of peottte was kept far out of 
view of most of the newspaper bulletin 
boards, and thousands who came to get the 
first news of the election were unable to 
obtain any accurate information at all. 
Some of the newspapers had made elabor- 
ate arrangements to give the returns, but 
none was of any .value except those outside 
the sphere of danger. 

An order was issued from Police Head- 
quarters yesterday morning that 350 men 
should be detailed to Printing House Square 
to keep back the crowds. This was done 
upon the advice of Inspectors Cross and 
Brooks, who examined the situation on 
Monday afternoon and reported to Com- 
missioner Murphy that it would be ex- 
tremely perilous to allow the usual great 
crowd to congregate in the district. On past 


election nights this crowd has been prac- 
tically unmanageable, and extended from 
the newspaper buildings clear across City 
Hall Park to Broadway. 

At the present time the space in front of 
City Hall is taken up with the work of the 
new tunnel. There is a large excavation 
starting at the Hall of Records and making 
a large loop, the further end of it being not 
far from the Broadway side. There are 
fences to keep ordinary pedestrians. out of 
danger, and most of the territory outside 
of the passageways provided is filled with 
Jébris or machinery necessary for the work 
ef construction. ‘ 

On Park Row there is just room for four 
car tracks, these being flanked on either 
side by a high fence. Had the usual crowd 
gathered the congestion would have been 
greatest between these fences on Park Row 
from Mail Street to Frankfort. The police 
were of the opinion, however, that if this 
crowd got in that space the crush would 
become so great that the fences would be 
pushed down and many be crowded into 
the excavations. It was feared, too, that in 
City Hall Park pecpie would be pushed into 
the excavations. t was not feared that 
even with the greatest crowd that could 
pack into the available space there would 
be any danger of the excavation, supports 
giving way and accidents due to cave-ins 
occurring. 

The cordon of police took its place at 5:30 
o'clock. There were 350 men under the 
command of Inspector Cross and Capts. 
Gannon and Herlihy. The line was drawn 
from the northwest corner of the Pulitzer 
Buliding to the southeast corner of the 
Hall of Reeords; thence, all the way around 
City Hall Parjgon the Chambers Street and 
Broadway si to the Post Office. An- 
other ine was drawn across Park Row at 
Beekman Street, and another from THE 
New YorK TIMEs Building across Nassau 
Street. 

The only bulletins which it was possible 
for the people! to see were those on the 
Staats Zeitung, The Press, and The World. 
The bulletin boards of THE Times, Tribune, 
and Journal could be seen by the crowd 
right at the line at Nassau and Spruce 
Etreets, but even *his crowd had to do its 
observing at an uncomfortable angle. 
Lhe bulletin board of The Press could be 
seen, also at an angle, by the crowd that 
pushed against the line of policemen at 
lark Row and Beekman Street. 

In front of several of the bulletin boards 
there were only a ! few people, and 
the police cn guard, who had been pum- 
meled and pushed on previous election 
nights, spoke-of how happy it was to keep 
the crowds back. and have some peace in 
the neighborhood. Capt. Gannon said that 
rine House Square didn’t loek itself at 
all. 

The crowd began gearing at 7 o'clock, 
and at first the peone were inclined .to re- 
sent the line of police they encountered. 
The police were stationed at intervals of 
only a tew feet, and no one was allowed to 
pass unless he coul:i show due authority for 
doing so. ,The same rigid vigilance was 
maintained as is — up at a dangerous 
fire. Reporters and éveryone else doing 
business in the buildings lined ofz were 
challenged end required to show fire badges 
or other evidence of their good faith. 

Even those who were allowed to pass the 

lines were not permitted to remain in the 
prohibited territory. Police were statiored 
everywhere to keep even the stragglers in 
rrotion, and to allow not even the sem- 
blance of a crowd to congregate. One 
newspaper had provided a stereopticon in 
the street near the Franklin statue, and 
under the box in which the stereopticon 
was placed a score or more of chairs for in- 
vited guests were arranged. ‘Those invited 
to occupy these chairs, however, were not 
able to get through the police lines, and the 
place we” vacant. 
The cars had stopped running at 6 o’clock 
beyond the Brooklyn Bridge entrance, and 
this made it much easier for the police to 
enforce the regulations, When it was seen 
that no favors were to be shown, most of 
the people adjusted themselves te the un- 
usual situation, and the police had but little 
real trouble. 


_BROADWAY’S BIG CROWDS. 


Cheers Greet the First News of Low’s 
Election on The New York 
Times Bulletins. 


A large number of the people of New 
York paraded the streets last night, but it 
was a very different parade from that 
which was observed when Mayor Van 
It was a typical New 
York crowd, amazingly good-natured in 
the crush and push, where every one suf- 
fered all sorts of roughness without com- 
plaint. There was marked courtesy toward 
women, however: Where they were hemmed 
in the crowds about the bulletins there 


was always some one to aid them and their 
escorts. 

Before the bulletin of THE NEw YorK 
Times, at Twenty-third Street and Broad- 
way, there was a tremendous jam. The 
people had just begun to gather in the 
early evening when the white sheet was 
first illuminated. When the news from 
Brooklyn was displayed that Low was run- 





ning ahead of Shepard, some one shouted: 
“That is very good news, and fit to 
print.”’ + 


This brought the first applause of the 
evening. There was cheering, followed by 
a volley of hand-clapping. 

The early announcement on the sheet, 
‘* Low will be Mayor in 1902," was hailed 
with shouts of approval. 

Long before the usual hour for dinner 
Broadway, from Fourteenth Street to For- 
ty-sccond Street, was thronged with those 
who must have dined early that they might 
learn the news of the election. Before 
the bulletin of THE New YorK Times, there 
was a big man with a litthk boy on his 
shoulder. and the boy carried a flag. Some- 
cne warned him that it was dangerous to 
have so small a Jad in such @ great crowd. 
‘*No,” he said, “I was so sure of the 
result that I dared to bring him. He's 
young, but so long as he lives he will re- 
member ihis scene. He will know what the 
American people can do when they are in 
earnest.” 

Just then the stereopticon threw on the 
sheet a picture of Justice Jerome. The boy 
waved his flag and his father helped in the 
chorus of cheers.

REPUBLICANS ELECT MAYOR. 


For First Time Since 1892 They Win 
the Office in Jersey City—Other 
Offices Democratic. 


The result of the election in Jersey City 
yesterday was mixed. For the first time 
since 1892 the Republicans elected their 
Mayoralty candidate, while the Democrats 
elected all *the other candidates on the 
ticket and gave James M. Seymour, their 
Gubernatorial candidate, an estimated plu- 
rality of 4,000 over Franklin Murphy. The 
total vote was 38,886, which is 806 behind 
last year. 

On the vote for Mayor, Mark M. Fagan, 
Republican, has an estimated plurality of 
3,200 over George T. Smith, Democrat. Hud- 
son goes Democratic ‘by about 9,000 and 
elects these candidates: State Senator, 
Robert H. Hudspeth; Surrogate, James T. 
Lillis; Assemblymen, Patrick B. Connolly, 
John A. Dennin, John J. Fallon, Kilia.. V. 
Lutz,, Edward J. Rice, Cart G. A. Schu- 
mann, William F. Hurley, Peter Stillwell, 
George G. Tennant, John J. Treacy, Fred- 
erick Weismann, and James A. Hamill. 

The election was in many respects the 
most remarkable contest ever witnessed in 
the municipality. It was also the most 
hotly contested. In the first place it was 
the first time in the history of the city 
that the general and charfer elections were 
combined. In the second place, there was 
ag interest in the Mayoralty contest. 

o great, indeed, was it that it almost 
entirely overshadowed the election for Gov- 
ernor. 

The contest between George T. Smith und 
Mark M. Fagan was almost entirely wage 


on personal ounds, politics being largely 
lost sight of. But there was no ‘* mud 


slinging.’’ The fitness of both candidates 
was conceded. The Republicans declared 
that Mr. Smith should be defeated be- 


cause he is a high official of the Pennsy!- 
vania Railroad, and the son-in-law of F. F. 
Cc. Young, the millionaire banker, ¥ hile 
Mr. Fagan, being a poor man, who neeied 
the salary, which is $5,000 a year, showld 
be elected over his wealthy opponent. 

The Democrats admitted that their candi- 
date had married Mr. Young’s daughter 
and had become comparatively wealthy, but 
per, alleged that both Mr. Young and Mr. 
Smith had made their way by force of their 
own ability, and unaided, from the hum- 
blest of beginnings to positions of trust 
and responsibility. Mr. Fagan, on the 
other hand, as they said, while only an 
undertaker’s asststant, was in the enploy 
of his uncle, and his probable successor, 
and that therefore the statement that he 
was a poor man was purely fictitious. 

Upon these arguments the two parties 
managed to-get out the largest vote ever 
known in a State or municipal election. The 
registration was, in fact, 42,200, being only 
200 less than. the registration of the pre- 
vious year, when a Presidential contest oc- 
curred. The vote was nearly up to the reg- 
istration, being about 40,000. 

Stranger still, 90 per cent. of this vote 
was in’ the boxes in almost every, polling 

lace in the city by 5 o’clock P. M., while 

n other years at least one-third of the 
vote has been polled between & and 7 
o'clock. the polls not closing until the hour 
last named. 

Owing to the great length of the ticket 
and the heavy vote the canvass is not like- 
ly to be completed mftch before daylight 
— morning, even if the tally is finished 

en.

Commissioner 
Devery in turn requesting of him a state- 
ment,. but their endeavors were rewarded 
only by a smile with the words: 

“I have nothing to say.” ‘ 

“It has been reported that you will re- 
sign. Is the report true?’ he was asked. 

*‘ I have nothing to say,’’ was his reply. 

The Deputy Commissionef in the’ morning 
held a consultation with Commissioner Mur- 
phy for three-quarters of an hour. 

Commissioner Mytany had but few call- 
ers eum, ne day. ‘He left Headquarters 
at 8 P. . poing in his carriage to his 
home, where he received the later returns. 
The Commissioner recefved the reporters 
pleasantly, sayas: 

“I suppose I have got to see “‘ the owls’ 
before | go.”’ 

‘‘ Have you any statement to make as to 
the outcome of the election,”’ the - Commis- 
sioner was asked.

In the early hours of the morning there 
was a drizzling rain. The prospect of a 


bad day was encouraging to the Demo- 
cratic workers. They joked with Repub- 
lican and Citizens’ Union men about the 
probability that the weather would keep 
mahy of Low’s supporters at home. But 
later, when the rain ceased and “ the wcil- 
dressed brigade,’ as it was termed, began 
to show up in its strength, the Low men’s 
spirits rose,. and their confidence grew 
greater every hour until the close of the 
polls, <A big vote was what they wanted, 
and as it was evident that the vote was 
to be !arge, they believed they had every 
reason to be satisfied with the situation. 
EARLY MORNING VOTING. 

The longest lines in front of the polls at 
the opening were found at the polling 
places in the districts south of Fourteenth 
Street. In some of the polling places when 
the polls were opened it was so dark that 
lamps were lighted, and candles were ‘aken 


into the booths to enable the voter to see | 


how to mark his ballot. In many of the 
polling places there was scarcely room for 
more than three or four voters to get into 


the place, and the rest were forced to wait | 


in line outside in the drizzle, in some in- 
stances for a quarter of an hour or more. 
In some of the up-town districts the early 
appearance of prominent and wealthy njen 
at the polls indicated the unusual interest 
which was felt in the election. In the 
Twenty-fifth Assembly District there was 
a line of well-dressed young men At sev- 
eral of the election districts when the polls 
were opened. This is a strong Republican 
district. An hour or so later many voters 


in this district came to the polls in car- | 


riages, and not a few in motor vehicles. 
Their coachmen or chauffeurs took“a place 


in line for them, and ‘stood in the rain 
while they waited in their conveyances 
until there was an opportunity for them to 
get into the polling place. a 

The watchers of the Republican and Citi- 
zens’ Union organizations were at every 
poll in the city at the opening, and_re- 
mained on duty throughout the day. They 
had been well ingtructed in their duties, 
and kept a close watch on every vote that 
was cast. It was said by the Fusion man- 
agers that the franchise was better guar ied 
at yesterday's election than it has en at 
any previous election held in New York. 

It became evident early in the day that 
there was a great deal of scratching be- 
ing done. This fact was clearly indicated 
by the length of time a very great number 
of the voters spent in the booths preparing 
their. ballots, he man who merely put a 
mark in one of the circles did not take 
more than half a minute at the most .o fix 
his ballot, but the man who voted a split 
ticket remained in the booth very much 
longer. ; 

It was noticed at a number of the polls 
in the up-town districts that many of the 
voters .entered the voting booth with a 
newspaper clipping in their hand. These 
clippings were. sample: ballots which in- 
formed the voter how certain men deemed 
obiecticnable might be scratched. The 
men who voted split tickets were evidently 
in most instances determined to take no 
chances on invalidating their ballot by not 
marking it- properly. If they did not take 
a sample ballot with them into the booths, 
they remained suffiecently long to satisfy 
pare that they had made no mis- 
take. 

But notwithstanding the number of split 
tickets which must have gone in, and the 
cautiousness of the voters who scratched, a 
large percentage of the vote was _ polled 
early. During the early hours of the day 
many of the polling places had a record of 
one vote a minute, or sixty votes an hour. 
In a large number of the election dis- 
tricts over half the registered vote of the 
district had bdeen polled before 9 o'clock. 
The. heaviest early voting was said to 
have been done in the Second, Fourth, 
Sixth, Tenth, and Twelfth Assembly Dis- 
tricts: The Tammany Hall leaders in thesé 
districts went around in carriages to get 
their men out. 

Richard Croker was the first man to 
vote in the polling place in the little bar- 
ber’s shop at 803 Park Avenue. Mr. Croker 
arose very early,. and before 6 o'clock he 
left the. Democratic Club with his two 
sons, Richard Croker, Jr., and Frank 
Croker. They walked from the club to 
Madison Avenue, where they took a car 
and rede down to Sixty-seventh Street. 
They then walked over to the voting place 
on Park Avenue. The first man in line 
gave way to Mr. Crokér and his sons. Mr. 
Croker bowed to the man. He reached the 
polling place just one minute before 6 
o'clock. He was, therefore, in line but one 
minute. Mr. Croker gave his name, and 
arballct was handed to him. He went,into 
the beoth, and was there about a minute. 

Mr. Croker seemed pleased with having 
the first man to vote. Richard 
Croker, Jr., cast ballot No. 2 and Frank 
Creker ballot No, 3. Mr. Croker ex- 
changed greetings with some of the officers 
in the polling place while waiting for his 
two sons to mark their ballots. When 
the votes of the young men had been cast 
Mr. Croker left the polling place with them 
and returned to the Democratic Club. 


MR. LOW AT THE POLLS. 


Seth Low, the Fusion candidate for 
Mayor, cast ballot No. 44 in the Twelfth 
Election District of the Twenty-ninth As- 
sembly District. Mr. Low left his home, 
80 East Sixty-fourth Street, at 7:45 o'clock, 
to ge to his polling place, at Park Avenue 
and Sixty-seventh Street.’ He wore a dark 
sult and overshoes, and carried an um- 
brella. He reached .the booth at 7:51 
o'clock, but before he could enter a dozen 


men with cameras begged him to pose for 
thein. He met their request good-natured- 
ly. Lewering his umbrella, he stood in 
the rain with his hat off while they took 
his picfure. Then he walked. inside the 
olling place and bowed to the policemen. 

e received his ballot and took it into a 
beoth. He remained in the booth just 
twenty-nine seconds. When he had handed 
his ballot to the clerk appointed to ré& 
ceive it he shook hands with all of the 
officials in the place. 

As Mr. Low came out of the pollfng 
lace mere men with cameras were in wait- 
ng for him, and he again consented to 
ose in the rain. In walking back to his 
ome Mr. Low met Carl Schurz at Sixty- 
fourth Street and Madison Avenue, and 
the two men walked back to the polling 
place, which Mr. Schurz entered, Mr. Low 
then went home. ‘Mr. Low said he did not 
mind the wet weather and had no jdea 
that it would interfere with the getting out 
of the Fusion vote. 

Senator Chauncey M. Depew, in company 
with his son, entered the election booth of 
the Sixth Election District of the Twenty- 
ninth Assembly District, at 980 Sixth Ave- 
nue, at 9:45 o’clock, and took his stand in 
line with fourteen men in front of him.

The Fusionist challenger of the Seven- 
teenth Election District, and another of 
the Third Election District, were arrested 
after having challenged intending voters. 

Julius Gropper, the Fusionist Captain of 
the Fourteenth Election District of the 
Eighth Assembly District, at Stanton and 
Orchard Streets, was attacked at 9:30 
o’clock and badly beaten. 


TAMMANY LEADER ARRESTED. 


Matthew F. Donohue, the Tammany 
leader in the Twenty-first Assembly Dis- 
trict, was arrested in the morning on the 
charge of intimidating voters. ‘ Donohue 
was arrested by the order of the Repub- 
Ncan leader, Abraham Gruber. He was 
taken to the West One Hundredth Street 
Station. On his own promise to appear in 
court he was allowed by the sergeant to 
leave the station house. 

The case that led to Donohue's arrest 
was that of Henry F. Kaufmann, who was 
voting in the Eighteenth Election District. 


Donohue, it is alleged, approached Kauf- 
mann and said: 

‘*Don't you vote here.”’ 

Kaufmann asked why. Then Donohue, it 
is said, leaned over and whispered in Kauf- 


mann’s ear: ‘‘If you do, 1 will have you 
arrested,’’ 

Kaufmann became frightened and left 
the place.

ALL POLICEMEN ON DUTY. 


| Deputy Commissioner Devery an Early 


Voter. 


The Commissioners of the Board of Elec. 
tions were at Police Headquarters at 7 
A. M. yesterday. The only hitch in the 
Election Boards in Manhattan was in the 
Eighteenth Election District of the Sixth 
Assembly Distrct, the polling place of 
which is on First Avenue, near Houston 
Street, a densely populated section of the 
city. Complaints were made to the Elec- 
tion Bureau that there were not enough 
booths there. One hundred and sixty men 
voted in the first forty-three minutes. At 
noon 211 votes out of a total of 553 had 
been cast in this district. Commissioner 
Voorhis said that this ratio showed that 
seven booths should be in a polling place, 
but that only five had been sent. The error 
was rectified by the Fifth Street police 
sending two more booths to the polling 
place at once. 

Deputy Commissioner Devery was in his 
office at 6:25 A. M., after he had cast his 
vote in the Nineteenth Election District of 
the Ninth Assembly District, at 296 Ninth 
Avenue. His ballot was the fifth issued. 

“I suppose you saw several of your 


friends at the polling place?’ it was sug- 
gested. 

“Il am not troubling about my friends,”’ 
was the reply. “I am working night and 
> ao a the people. That’s what I'm paid 
or. 

The police arrangements, he said, were 
ample to secure a fair and peaceable elec- 
tion. When asked *‘ How does it feel to be 
a political issue?’’ the Deputy Commis- 
sioner looked grave, but his serenity re- 
turned and he replied: \ 

“Well, I won't talk about that; it. sounds 
too much like personal politics.” 

The police arrangements .inecluded a 
reserve of seventy-five patrolmen at the 
Central Office} and every member of the 
force, except those actually incapacitated 
by_ sickness, was on duty from 6 A. M. 

One of the incidents of the day near 
Police Headquarters: was the gratification 
of a long-cherished ambition of an ex-po- 
liceman, ‘‘Jim’’ Connors, now employed 
as a night watchman at the subway work 
in Elm Street. Connors lives at 55. East 
Houston Street, just around the corner 
from Police Headquarters. He has lived 
there for years,_and it has always been the 
peli place in that election district, the 

hirteenth of the Sixth. For eight vears 
he has been trying to be the first man to 
vote, Although he had-only to go down 
stairs to the polling place, he had always 
been ten by a man named Gilmartin, 
and had to be satisfied with.second place, 
Yesterday morning, however, Connors was 
the first to cast a ballot, and he was the 
proudest man in the district. 

Commissioner Murphy was at his desk a 
few minutes after 8 o'clock, and his first 
eare was to have a talk with Mr. Devery 
and Chief Detective Titus. After this he 
conferred with Senior Inspector Cortright. 
Col. Murphy said: 

‘‘T received a list of men chargéd with 
having registered illegally from Superin- 
tendent McCullagh at 5:50 o'clock, this 
morning. The list contained about’ 4,000 
names, and was a supplement to the letter 
scnt to me last night. To copy this list 
would have taken several hours. I just cut 
it Ww into sections and sent the fragments 
to the various precincts, with orders to. all 
policemen to arrest these men if they 
should attempt to vote. Superintendent 
McCullagh has requested me to order my 
policemen to take men arrested to court, 
without insisting that the deputies making 
the complaints go with them. I am ready. 
to do anything within the law and accede 
to the requests of McCullagh so long as 
they are lawful,” 

Capt. Titus, he said, had made a number 
of arrests of alleged ‘‘ crooks’ to‘ accom- 
modate Superintendent McCullagh and on 
his recommendation. Outside of these ar- 
rests, the Detective Bureau had arrested a 
large number on its own account.

Some of the Places of Which He Has 
the Patronage and the Salaries 
That Go with Them.

Seth Low as Mayor will have a salary of 
$15,000. He will, in the first .place, have 
the privilege of appointing such clerks and 
assistants in the Mayor's office as he may 
choose. The first of the appointments in 
his disposition is that of a private secretary 
at a salary of $5,000. 

He may appoint Commissioners and heads 
Of departments to succeed the present in- 
cumbents in most of the executive depart- 
ments of the City Government. These in- 
clude: 

1. The Corporation Counsel, at the head 
of the law department of the City Govern- 
ment, at a salary of $15,000. Under the 
Corporation Counsel, a first assistant at a 
salary of $10,000 is to be appointed, an as- 
sistant for the Borough of Brooklyn at a 
salary of $10,000, and a large number of 
assistants at salaries running from $9,000 
to $1,800.

Presidentes Ask that a Blockade Be 
Raised—Samar Insurgent’s Wife 
Deported—General Philip- 
pine News. 





MANILA, Nov. 5.—A plot to massacre the 
American garrison at Moncada, Province of 
Tarlac, Island of Luzon, has been revealed 
by the wife of one of the conspirators. 

Several of the town officials are impli- 
cated in the murderous scheme. The wo- 
man who revealed the plot hid a detective 
beneath a house in which the leaders of the 
conspiracy were meeting. Arrests followed, 
and many incriminating papers were 
seized, 

The plan was to set fire to a house,.close 
to the barracks, after dark, and when the 
soldiers came out to assist in extinguish- 
ing the flames, 150 conspirators, armed 
with bolos, were to rush on the guard, 
capture their arms, and proceed to mas- 
sacre the garrison. 

Advices from Tacloban, capital of the 
Island of Leyte, report. that the Presidentes 
of various towns in the island have waited 
upon Brig, Gen. Smith and complained to 
him that the people are unable to procure 
food because of the blockade that is main- 
tained along the Strait of San Juanico. 
Gen. Smith replied that the strictest kind 
of a blockade would be continued until the 
people of Leyte brought in their guns and 


gave the authorities full information con- 
cerning the insurgents who ‘infest the 
country. All the arguments of the officials 


of the tows were unavailing.

J. P. MORGAN CRITICISED. 


Baltimore Clergyman Objects to the 
Lavish Manner in Which He En- 
tertained at San Francisco. 
Special to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 5.—Criticism of J. 
Pierpont Morgan's, entertainment of the 
delegates to the Protestant Episcopal Con- 
vention has been made by the Rev. Dr. J. 
S. B. Hodges, rector of St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church, one of the wealthiest in Baltimore, 
and is causing an interesting discussion. 
Dr. Hodges, who was a delegate to the con- 





vention, at the meeting of the Clerical As- | 
sociation last evening read newspaper clip- | 


pings describing the lavish manner in which 
Mr. Morgan entertained the delegates, and 
said: 

“Tt is a sad thing that the dinners of 
one of the deputies to the convention should 
have received as much, if not more, prom- 
inence than the proceedings of the conven- 
tion. I think we will all agree that these 
dinners were of too lavish a character, and 
I regret very much that Mr. Morgan did 
not live in a more simple manner while at 
San Francisco.” 

Dr. Hodges then read extracts telling of 
the leasing of the Crocker mansion by Mr. 
Morgan, and the arrangements for the en- 
tertainment of his guests. He referred to 
reports that for game, power. meat, oy- 
sters, fish, fruit, vegetables, butter, eggs, 
milk cream and groceries the caterer’s 
buyers spent each day on an average $200 
for Mr. organ and his guests and serv- 
ants. From $50 to $100 a day was spent on 
decorations and wines. The latter were of 
the choicest vintages such as Johannis- 
berger at $23 a bottle. 

One of the clerical deputies from Balti- 
more says he was not invited to any of 
Mr. Morgan’s dinners, and, therefore, can- 
not speak of them with any degree of ac- 
curacy. As well as he can recall, the only 
person from the Diocese of Maryland who 
was invited was Joseph Packard. From all 
that he heard, however, the dinners were 
quite elaborate, and might be regarded as 
features of the convention. 


CANAL RECORDS BROKEN. 


Traffic at Sault Ste. Marie in Octo- 
ber Amounted to 4,174,545 Tons.

SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich., Nov. 
The report of commerce through the Amer- 
ican and Canadian ship canals at this point 
in October shows that ali monthly traffic 
records have been again broken. The enor- 
mous total of 4,174,545 tons of freight was 
carried through, This exceeds the traffic 
of the corresponding month last year by 
nearly 1,000,000 tons. 

The commerce each. month of the past 
five has exceeded the four-million mark, 
and the total for the season at the end of 
October amounted to 24,543,610 tons, which 
is within 100,000 tons of last year’s total. 
The season is sure to be a record breaker. 

The grindipal items of freight in October 
were: heat, 9,362,647 bushels; other grain, 
3,758,519 bushels; iron ore, 2,699,242 tons, 
and flour, 1,277,787 barrels.

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MR. ROOSEVELT YOTES 
AND GREETS NEIGHBORS 


A Large Crowd Welcomes Him in 
Oyster Bay. 








The President While in the City and on 
Board Train and Ferry Guarded 
by Secret Service Men. 





OYSTER BAY, Nov. 5.—President Roose- 
velt cast his ballot at 10 o'clock to-day, and 
it took him just one minute to do it. His 
special train arrived here from New York at 
a few minutes before 10, and the President 
drove immediatély to the polling place of 
the Fifth District, in Fisher's Hall. He 
voted Ballot No. 125. 

A crowd of townspeople had gathered at 
the railroad station in anticipation of the 
President’s arrival, and a salute of twenty- 
one guns was fired upon the arrival of the 
Presidential train. Mr. Roosevelt shook 
hands cordially with those of his acquaint- 
ances who were at the station. He wore a 
black slouch hat, a black suit, and a light 
overcoat. 


Among the first to be noticed by the 
President at the station was Jerome B. 
Johnson, the Republican candidate for 


Sheriff. Mr. Roosevelt immediately put out 
his hand, and said, ‘‘ Hello, Sheriff.’’ Then 
he invited Mr. Johnson to accompany him 


in the carriage, and the invitation was ac- 
cepted. William J. Youngs, who was Mr. 
Roosevelt's private secretary while he was 
Governor, also entered the carriage, he hav- 
ing accompanied the President on the spe- 
cial train. 

The Presidential party drove to the poll- 
ing booth, and there a cheer was given in 
the President's honor. Mr, Roosevelt lifted 
his hat and bowed to the people. He went 
into the booth at once and cast his ballot. 
On leaving the polling place he was sur- 
rounded by a crowd of his fellow-townsmen 
all anxious to shake his hand. He appeared 
to be delighted to see his old neighbors, and 
had a pleasant greeting for each of them. 

The Presidents special train was not to 
leave on its return until 11:14, so he en- 
tered his carriage and drove rapidly to his 
home, on Sagamore Hill, about two miles 
from the village. With the President were 
also his personal secretary, William Loeb, 
Jr., and Phinney, the White House steward, 
who also voted here. 


President Roosevelt, with Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Secretaries Cortelyou and Loeb, spent 
Monday night at the home of his aunt, Mrs. 
James A. Roosevelt, at 4 West Fifty- 
seventh Street. It was understood that 
Secret Service detectives guarded the neigh- 
borhood all ‘night. At 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning the President, accompanied by his 
wife and Secretary Cortelyou, drove to the 
Thirty-fourth Street Ferry. 

While passing through the station a small 
crowd which had gathered to catch a 
gimpee of him cheered. Whenever the 
President saw groups of-ferry or railway 
employes he stopped and shook hands with 
them. While going across the river on the 
ferry he stood in the open air at the for- 
ward end of the boat. 

There was a special train of two cars 
awaiting the President. Those on the train 
were Mrs. Roosevelt, William J. Youngs, 
William E. Roosevelt, Dr. Holbrook Curtis, 
the secretaries, and Phinney, the steward. 
Several Secret Service men and New York 
detectives were also on the train. 

On the return trip the Presidential train 
reached Long Island City at 1 o’clock P. M. 
Mr, and Mrs. Roosevelt and Secretary Cor- 
telyou drove at once to the home of Douglas 
Robinson, the President's brother-in-law, at 
422 Madison Avenue. There the party took 
luncheon. 

The President and Mrs. Roosevelt left Mr. 
Robinson's home at 8:15 o’clock, Perry Bel- 
mont having called for them in his carriage. 
The party drove to the Twenty-third Street 
Ferry and went at once to Jersey City. 
When the Pennsylvania Railroad station 
was reached the President accompanied 
Mrs. Roosevelt to the private car, Lucania, 
and tWen walked up the platform to the 
engine.

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ANOTHER SOLDIER ESCAPES 


Gets Away from Governors Island, 
Where He Was a Prisoner. 








Secures Motley Suit of Citizen’s Clothes 
and Rows Away in a Boat—He 
Had Been a Deserter. 





Conrad Bahnmiller, alias ‘‘ Bigfoot Jack, 
the Coal Miner,’’ a former private in the 
Eighth United States Infantry, is the latest 
military prisoner to make his escape from 
Castle Williams, the military prison on Gov- 
ernors Island. He got away Sunday night. 
Like ‘* Matchhead "’ Henderson, the dusky 
prisoner who escaped in female attire two 
weeks ago, “ Bigfoot Jack” also managed 
to procure a civilian outfit. Where he got 
it nobody on the island knows. Like 
“*Matchhead,” who was also called ‘‘ Four- 
spot,’ Bahnmiller selected Sunday to 
make his escape. A pair of trousers with 
checks a foot square, an evening dress coat 
of ancient make, and a derby hat about 
three sizes too large for the ‘‘ Bigfoot's” 


head is the kind of suit that it is said he 
escaped in. 

As all of his predecessors in the escaping 
game had done before him, the erstwhile 
prisoner took a new way to get away from 
the island. There was a rowboat lying 
around loose on the island, and it was in 
this craft that the ex-soldier rowed himself 
to freedom. Whether he went to the 
Brooklyn or New York side has not been 
established: Bahnmiller, according to the 
accepted theory on the island, dressed out- 
side of the prison. 

The Government is having bored an ar- 
tesian well on the western side of the isl- 
and near the prison, and there is a tempo- 
rary shanty erected over the engine that 
adfives the machinery, In this place the 
large-footed person ‘managed to squeeze 
himself, and to substitute for his prison 
garb the motley citizen’s outfit that he had 
managed to get. When he had finished his 
toilet he waited for darkness to come. He 
then cautionsly made his way to where 
the boat was moored, got in, rowed away, 
and hasn’t been seen since. 

At 8:45 P. M., the time prescribed for ali 
good soldiers to go to bed, Sergt. Way, the 
supervisor of the prison, took a look into 
‘“‘ Bigfoot Jack’s*’ quarters to see if he was 
resting peacefully after his hard day’s 
work at sweeping the walks on the island. 
The Sergeant looked at the cot in which the 
prisoner was in the habit of passing his 
nights. The blanket was not turned down, 
and the familiar snore of he of the big feet 
was not heard. 

‘“** Bigfoot's’ gone,’’ murmured the Ser- 
geant with a sigh, and then he rushed 
down the steps to his office and sent out 
the alarm. A detail of men was quickly 
secured, and a tour of the island begun. 
They looked under the Y, M. C. A. building, 
tcok a peep into the coal shed, glanced un- 
der all the officers' houses, walked around 


the old cannons and cannon balls, prome- 


naded through the island ferryboat, Gen- 
eral Hancock, but “ Bigfoot Jack ’”’ was not 
anywhere to be found. He had by that 
time landed on a freer shore, and so far 
despite the efforts of the authorities to lo- 
cote him his abiding place is still a mys- 
ery. 

Bahnmiller is a native of Mauch Chunk, 
Penn., and deserted from the Eighth Infan- 
try on April 17, 1899. He was arrested in 
his home town the 80th of March of this 
year. The court-martial that heard his ex- 
cuse for desertion gave him twelve months 
at hard labor in Castle Willlams. Heisa 
small man, is not more than twenty-five 
years of age, has blue eyes, ruddy cheeked, 
and is very good-natured. He wears a No, 
18 shoe, according to a soldier at the island.

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MAGISERATES KEPT BUSY 


, Many Arrests Made at the Instance 
of McCullagh Deputies. 





Nearly All the Prisoners Discharged— 
Courts Complain of Non-Attendance 
of Deputies to Make Charges. 


, 





The various Police Magistrates were 
largely employed yesterday in disposing of 
easés involving alleged illegal registration 
@r assaults growing out of disputes among 
Partisans at the polls, and large crowds 
were drawn to the police courts to experi- 
ence whatever excitement could be gotten 
Out of the hearing of the cases. 

In the West Side Police Court Building 
Magistrate Crane held a separate court to 
relieve Magistrate-Mott, who was presid- 
Ing, of the nécessity of hearing and dispos- 
ing of the complaints for alleged violation 
of the election laws. It was agreed, how- 
ever, that on the whole this feature of the 
police court business was less prominent 
this year than usual. The election cases 
Were largely of a more or less routine nat- 
uro, and comparatively few of the prisoners 
brought to the courts were held. Nearly 
@li.the complaints were made by McCullagh 
deputies. 

There was considerable complaint among 
the Magistrates during the early part of 
the day regarding the sending of prisoners 
to court at the instance of McCullagh dep- 
uties in charge of a policeman. In many 
cases policemen brought meh into court 
against whom they did not know the nature 
of the complaint. Nearly all of the prison- 
ers of the day were discharged, some with 
® warning that they would be arrested and 
held for trial if they should attempt to vote, 
and others without confment. 

During the morning session in the Centre 
Street Court District Attorney Philbin sat 


beside Magistrate Cornell on the bench. 
In this court the majority of the cases 
were brought in during the early hours of 
the forenoon. About sixty cases were dis- 
posed of before 10 o'clock in the morning. 
Among the lawyers there were Messrs. 
Weeks and Battle, assisted by Thomas Di- 
heen, representing Tammany Hall; Daniel 
O'Reilly, assisted by Philip Waldheimer, 
representing Timothy D. Sullivan; Job 

edges, representing the Attorney General; 

. A. Purrinton, representing the Citizens’ 
Union, and Assistant District Attorney 
Sanford, in the interests of the District At- 
torney’s office. Of the seventy-five cases 
brought to this court during the mornin 
hours, only eight were held—three for tria 
in General Sessions and five for further 
examination. All the rest were discharged 
mostly because no complaints were made. 

amens the prisoners were Daniel Mc- 
Avoy, the proprietor of the saloon at Canal 
and Baxter Streets, over which Justice 
Jerome made his headquarters during the 
campaign. He was charged with illegal 
voting. McAvoy asserted that his arrest 
Was due to spite work on the part of Tam- 
many Hail. He registered from his saloon, 
which is also a Raines law hotel, and went 
to vote in the polling place at Canal and 
Mulberry Streets. After voting McAvoy 
Was challenged by ex-Assistant District 
Attorney Dan O'Reilly, who claimed that 
McAvoy lived in another district. McAvov 
did not deny that his family lived in an- 
other district, but said that he had always 
voted from the saloon, and had never be- 
fore been interfered with. 

The Essex Market Court, where Magis- 
trate Deuel sat, was crowded to the doors 
when court opened, but in the-majority of 
_Cases the prisoners brought in in election 
cases were discharged for lack of evidence. 
-Ambrose H. Hussey, an ex-policeman and a 
Tammany Hall Captain in the Second Elec- 
tion District of the Eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict, was arrested by order of Superinten- 
dent McCullagh when he appeared at the 
polling place at 52 Chrystie Street. The 
feperge was that Hussey does not reside at 
184 Chrystie Street, from which address he 
‘yegistered. Hussey gave $500 bail for ex- 
amination. Many lawyers) represented the 
“warious political organizations in the Essex 
Market Court, together with a number of 
owners of real estate, the latter to give bajl 
for alleged offenders. 
the West Side Police Court the most 
minent election c¢asé brought before 
gistrate Crane was that of four students 
P Columbia College. They were W. P. 
: well, whose parents live in California; 
W. H. Heck, whose gorents live in Raleigh, 
N. C.; A, Butt and W. A. Johnston, whose 
‘parents live in Galveston, Ill. Magistrate 
Crane discharged all four students with a 
Warning not to attempt to vote. As the 
morning wore on policemen continued to 
come into court with prisoners who had 
been turned over to them by McCullagh 
deputies. Magistrate Crane became very 
indignant and hé denounced the system of 
turning prisoners over to policemen who 
knew nothing of the complaints against 
them. In every such case the prisoner was 
discharged, although some of them were 
advised not to vote. These included a num- 
ber of bargemen who claimed their craft, 
moored in the North River, as their place of 
residence. 

In the Jefferson;Market Court there was 
rather a humorous case heard in that of 
James McConnell, a laborer, of 482 West 
Seventeenth Street. He was accused by his 
sister of false registration as not living at 
the eddress given. ‘‘I do live there,” de- 
clared McConnell, when brought into caurt,; 
“JT had a quarrel with my sister and my 
wife. They put me out, and I live on the 
roof.’’ McConnell produced testimony show- 
ing that he had a mattress and blankets on 
the roof of ‘the place, and actually slept 
there. He was discharged. Magistrate 
Olmsted demurred against holding prison- 
ers unless there was evidence to do s0, 
as he said he did not wish to deprive any 
one of his right to vote. 

Ex-Assemblyman John 8S. Maher, who is 
acting as a McCullagh deputy in the Sev- 
enth Assembly District, had Harry J. Hall 
of 260 West Fifteenth Street, the Tammany 
Captain. in the Thirteenth Blection ~Dis- 
trict, in the Jefferson Market Court on a 
chargé of interfering withwvoters.

Maher was 
subsequently arraigned before the Magis- 
trate, and said-that-Hall stood outside the 
polling place at 114 Eighth Avenue and told 
voters as they went in that they must vote 
for Shepard. The Magistrate after hearing 
this story.told Maher to ma&ke out a com- 
plaint against Hall, and the latter was ar- 
raigned. He nleaded not guilty and was 
held in $500 ball for examination. Then Hall 
told the Magistrate that Maher had stood 
outside the line and made abusive remarks 
about those whom he knew to be Demo- 
crats, and also put them away so they 
could not get into the polling place, The 
Magistrate directed that' a complaint be 
made against Maher, and he was paroled 
for examination to-day. About 150 cases 
were brought before Magistrate Olmsted 
during the day.

Though probabiy thousands of voters 
had made bets on the election, and 
therefore. under the ‘Jaw forfeited their 
right to vote, but one.question of the wud 
was raised yesterday, and that in the crge 
of Alexander Rogers of 300 West Twenty- 
sixth Street, who attempted to vote in tie 
Sixteenth Election District of the Ninth 
Assembly District. When Rogers entered 
the booth to vote he was challenged and 
reminded of the fact that he had bet two 
boxes of cigars on the result of the ‘el2c- 
tion. The election Inspectors refused to 
allow him to vote, and he went before Jus- 
tice McAdam and secured an order to show 
cause, why he should be denied the privi- 
lege. He went in person before Justice 
Giegerich in the County Court House aud 
the court heard both sides of the argument. 
Subdivision 10 of Section 34 of the election 
laws was called to the court’s attention: 
“No person who shall make or become di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in amy bet or 
wager depending on the result of the elec- 
tion shal] vote at such election,”’ 

Rogers argued that though he ‘had admit- 

ted to the election Inspectors that he had 
made the bet, it could not really .be called 
a wager, as the boxes of cigars involved had 
not been put up. Justice Giegerich held 
that under the law, as he had made the 
wager, he could not be allowed to vote. 
_ Another question submitted to the court 
involved the right of about~100 men to 
cast their votes. They are employed on 
barges, lighters, and other beats belonginz 
to the New York Central Railroad, and 
had registered in the Nineteenth Assembly 
District in the election district where the 
boats are in the habit of tying up. A test 
case of one of the men was submitted to 
Justices Lawrenes and Fitzgerald. Coroo- 
fation Counsé] Farley argued that the men 
had no right to vote, inasmuch as they 
could not acquire a residence on a barge or 
barges not continuously or permanently 
annexed to the dock. In addition to that 
Mr. Farley argued that the men had not 
submitted to the election Inspectors a 
statement showing their occupation and al- 
leged residence. The court, after listing to 
arguments on both sides, held phat the 
men had no right to vote. 


MUCH ILLEGAL VOTING, 
SUPT. McCULLAGH SAYS. 


Complains of Lack of Co-operation by 
the Police—Two Tammany Cap- 
tains Accused. 


All was bustle and excitement yesterday 
at the offices of John McCullagh, State 
Superintendent of Elections for the metro- 
politan district, at 585 and 587 Broadway. 

Mr..McCullagh was one of the first to ar- 
rive, and soon had his force in good work- 
ing order. In all he had something less 
than 590 deputies, including Democrats, 
scattered through the five boroughs. 

‘“* Nonsense,”’ said the Chief, when a re- 
port came in that 200 Democratic deputies 
had withdrawn from the polls in Brooklyn. 
“There are not 200 deputies, including Re- 
publicans, in the four boroughs outside 
of Manhattan.”’ 

Reports came in very frequantly from all 
parts of the city. 
Mr. McCullagh; many annoyed him. Per- 
haps nothing displeased him more than a 
ruling of Police Magistrate Cornell that 
neither the police nor the deputies had 
any legal right to make an arrest where 
no warrant was issued until the vote of the 
person challenged had been cast. In all 
such cases Mr. Cornell turned the accused 
loose. 

* Outrageous,”’ exclaimed Mr. McCullagh. 
“It is useless to arrest men if they are to 
be discharged in this way. Mr. Cornell 
ought to be indicted.’’ 

All through the day Mr. McCullagh was 
kept busy at the telephone answering 
queries from his subordinates. The ruling 
of Magistrate Cornell, he said, had beensent 
to every election precinct by Police Commis- 
sioner Murphy, where it was read to the 


police without ¢omment, thus placing the 
responsibility on the officers on duty at the 
polling places. 

Talking with a representative of THE 
New YORK TiMEs, Mr. McCullagh said: 
_“*There has been much illegal voting; 
just how much I can't say. We prepared 
lists showing who we had evidence against 
in each election district. My deputies have 
been instructed to arrest all of these who 
attempt to depogit a ballot. Many did not 
attempt to vote. Just how many arrests 
hae een made I do not know, but our 

en have not been idle. . 

“The charge-in a large majority of cases 
has been illegal registration, and I regret to 
say that through some mistake that I do 
not understand the papers became mixed, 
and the Deputy Attorneys General on duty 
at the different police courts could not find 
the necessary papers. Consequently the ac- 
cused were discharged. 

“We have had a good deal of trouble with 
the police. The latter did not obey the or- 
der to arrest any person on our list before 
he voted. When an arrest was made the 
police, in many instances, refused to take 
a prisoner to court unless e deputy ac- 
companied him. The deputies refused to 
leave the polls and give free rein to illegal 
voters, and consequently many of those ar- 
rested were allowed to go. I shall look into 
these cases, and if I think the facts justify 
it.will, have both the policemen and the 
depu iés indicted. 

oe ile.-Commissioner Murphy agreed to 
aid:us in every way, he sent out several 
orders ‘caleulated to mystify his subor- 
dinates. 

‘Bo far as I can learn Deputy Commis- 
sioner Devyery has not bothered us. On the 
whole this has been the most exciting elec- 
tion for us since the bureau was ‘created.”’ 

Superintendent McCullagh and his lieu- 
tenants were much interested in the arrest 
of William Smith and Michael J. Newman, 
Tammany Election District Captains in 
the ‘Ninth and Twenty-seventh Assembly 
Districts. McCullagh had a stool pigeon, 
Thomas Mullins by name. Mullins lived 
in the Fourth Election District of the Ninth 
Assembly Districf® .There he made the ac- 
quaintance of Smith, who is an awning 
manufacturer at 318 Ninth Avenue. Mullins 
had been aiving on and off at a lodging 
house and with him was a younger brother, 
a minor. Smith, so it is d, asked Mullins 
to register, but he déclin&ég, saying he had 
no right to vote. “ You register and I will 
Get your brother to do so, 
is alleged to have said to 
Mullins. The latter hesitated, but after 
several interviews consented. Then, it is 
claimed, ith gave Mullins a card of in- 
troduction to Councilman Frank J. Good- 
win, a BDammany nominee for Register. 
Mullins went to -the Seymour Club 
in Eighth Avenue and met Smith, who 
introduced him to Goodwin, and, _ it 
is asserted, the latter ratified Smith’s 
alleged agreement “with Mullins.

In the case of William Lyons of 447 West 
Sixtieth Street, who has served time in the 
Elmira Reformatory and against whom a 
warrant was issued charging illegal regis- 
tration on the supposition that he was an 
ex-convict, Mr. McCullagh evaded a_ re- 
turn to a writ of habeas corpus issued by 
Justice Giegerich bv Gmehereine Lyons be- 
fore the service of the writ. r. McCullagh 
ascertained that a person was not dis- 
franchised by imprisonment in the Re- 
formatory. 

““T am sorry,” remarked Deputy Super- 
intendent Van Duzen. “that Magistrate 
Cornell. made the ruling he did.: Jt may 
mean that manv Inspectors of Election 
and policemer will have to face charges of 
aiding and abetting illegal votine."’ 

Deputy Attorney General Job FE. Hedges, 
who was on duty at McCullach’s headquar- 
ters, solved many yore -problems and in a 
few dull moments said: 

“Tammany Hall reristered not less than 
30,000 illegal votes this year. There has 
not been an election in many vears when 
Tammany did not cast more than 15,000 
fraudulent votes.

VOTING MACHINE WAS | 
PRONOUNCED A SUCCESS 


Told Result in a Brooklyn District 
Two Minutes After 5 o’Clock. 











Voters Had No Trouble in Operating It, 
and Michael J. Dady Voted in 
Three Seconds. 





The voting machine, which was used for 
the first time in Brooklyn, in the Eigh- 
teenth Election District of the First As- 
sembly District yesterday, proved a pro- 
nounced success in one respect at _least—in 
the promptness with which it made known 
the total vote cast in the district. The entire 
result of the voting was known two min- 
utes after the polls closed at 5 o’clock. 

The test of the machine was made in the 
polling place at 349 Atlantic Avenue. The 
result shown by the machine in this dis- 
trict gave to those interested the first 
actual indication as to how the vote was 
being cast in the county. The result indi- 
cated by the machine was immediately tel- 
ephoned to the leaders and candidates on 
both sides. As the figures were strongly 
Fusion in character, there was, of course, 
much jubilation at the local anti-Tammany | 
campaign headquarters. 

The total vote cast in the district, as 
shown by the machine, was 395. Low 
received 277, Shepard 115, and three were 
seattering votes. ~ Low’s majority over 
Shepard was 162. In the same district 
last year 394 votes were cast, only one less 
than yesterday. McKinley received 249, 
Bryan 145. McKinley's majority was 104. 
Low’s majority in the district was 58 
greater than that of McKinley a year ago.

It was the opinion of Mr. Woodruff and 
other ieaders that for speed and accuracy 
the machine had shown itself to be far in 
advance of the present system of voting. 
With the exception of a few, the voters 
in the district experienced no difficulty in 
operating the machine... Those who found 
trouble with the device were quickly made 
acquainted with its workings by means 
of a small. dummy machine. The machine 
had been on exhibition in the district since 
Thursday last. Its mechanism and mode 
of operation were explained to the voters 
each evening. 

By means of the machine the votes were 
cast with far more quickness than in the 
other districts, where the old system was 
in use. Of the 410 registered voters in the 
district, 200 had voted before 9 o'clock. 
The number of votes cast for each candi- 
date was registered automatically. All 
that the Inspectors had to do to ascertain 
the result, after the closing of the polls, 
was to unlock the back of the machine and 
take the figures recorded there. Each of 
the Inspectors was provided with a key. 
To open. the machine it was necessary for 
all the keys to be inserted in the.locks and 
turned simultaneously. There was no 
other way of unlocking the machine, the 
scheme being intended to prevent any 
chance of fraud being committed. 

The poll clerks figured out that the aver- 
age time taken by each voter in voting 
with the machine was eighteen seconds. 
As a rule, those who voted split tickets 
occupied more time in the booth than the 
voters who voted the straight tickets. 
Each voter was allowed one minute’s time 
in the booth, whereas under the prevail- 
ing system of voting a voter is allowed 
to remain in the booth five minutes. 

The test of the voting machine yesterday 
was made in the election district in which 
Filections Commissioner Michael J. Dady 
He was the first man to vote, reg- 
istering his choice of candidates in just 


three seconds.

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THE CITY IS REDEEMED. 

New York has been delivered from its 
shame and bondage by the intelligence 
and the moral sense of its voting popula- 
tion. Had the intelligence of the voters 
been less keen they would have been 
hoodwinked by CROKER’s audacious and 
desperately skillful trick of nominating 
SHEPARD. Had their moral sense been 
duller they would not have revolted in 
such numbers against the crimes and in- 
famies of the Tammany Government; 
they would not have been aroused by 
the appeal for decency and clean adminis- 
tration. The election of Mr. Low is the 
clearest possible demonstration that 
CROKER, even with the aid of Mr. SHmp- 
ARD’s good name and great ability, was 
unable to deceive the people, and that 
the corruptions and the abominable of- 
fenses that haye sprung from Tammany 
rule have really shocked the moral sense 
of the community. 

The immense importance of the victory 
to the city will be instantly appreciated 
by every intelligent mind. The benefi- 
cent results will be evident in every of- 
fice and department over which the 
Mayor has control. They will be evident, 
indeed, throughout the municipal sys- 
tem, for the purifying force of example 
and the terror of aroused public opinion 
must work a change for the better even 
in the nooks and corners where Tam- 
many will still retain some vestiges of 
power. The election has been a clean 
sweep for decency, an imperative man- 
flate from the people that the public busi- 
hess must be carried on honestly and ca- 
pably. But the importance of the victory 
ind the influence it will have far tran- 
%cend the limits of New York City and af- 
fect the whole body politic. That a great 
tity of mixed population and no slight 
proportion of the baser element can re- 
fleem itself through universal suffrage 
is a matter of moment to other cit- 
les sufféritig continuously or at inter- 
vals from bad government. The princi- 
ple of non-partisan administration in 
municipal affairs will come to wider ac- 
ceptance and firmer’ establishment 
through the election of Mr. Low. Wher- 
ever other Tammanies have set their grip 
on the powers of government in cities 
men of public spirit will be encouraged 
by our example and our success to fieht 
the battle of emancipation. 

Men will say that Mr. Low’s majority 
is not great enough to demonstrate the 
existence of a potent saving force in the 
electorate. They are mistaken. They 
reason without due consideration of the 
facts. The overconfident prophets who 
foretold a “landslide” showed an im- 
perfect understanding of the extraordi- 
nary situation. Not only is the city Demo- 
cratic by a majority of certainly not less 
than 100,000 on a fair party vote, but Mr. 
(CROKER went to the extreme of self-ef- 
facement in nominating a man the very 
opposite of his own kind, a Democrat 
distinguished for his ability and of un- 
stained character for whom in an ordi- 
nary contest between the parties Demo- 
crats would have voted with the great- 
est pleasure and satisfaction. The put- 
ting forward of Mr. SHEPARD as the can- 
didate of Tammany was an act of dan- 
gerous political cunning. It did deceive 
thousands. That it did not deceive the 
majority is an occasion for rejoicing and 
great encouragement. 

Mr. Low’s majority is no true measure 
of the triumph. In 1898 AuGustus VAN 
Wyck, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor, carried the city by 82,812 plu- 
rality over ROOSEVELT. Mr. Low, the 
candidate of the forces arrayed against 
the regular Democratic organization, has 
a plurality of about 34,000 over Mr. 
SHEPARD—a difference of 116,000 votes 
in the result. That-is to say, allowing for 
the increase due to néw voters, not less 
than 50,000 Democrats who voted with 
their party three years ago have exhib- 
ited the independence, the public spirit, 


and the devotion to the cause of honesty 
and decency to array themselves with the 


non-partisan Fusion forces against the 
Democratic organization in the city. 


These 50,000 voters are more than a sav- 
ing remnant; they are an army of deliv- 
erance, a fighting force to be reckoned 
with by the enemy, and to pe counted 


upon with confidence in muni¢ipal emer- 


gencies, 
Neither is Mr. Low’s 34,000 plurality a 
measure of the public’s distrust and ab- 


horrence of Tammany, but only of its 
want of confidence in so good a man as 
Mr. SHEPARD when he has compromised 
himself with Tammany. The vote against 
Wan Wreck is the tmme test of public 
gentiment toward Tammany. There_was 
g Tammany head that people could hit, 
and they have hit it hard. Running 
gome 20,000 votes behind his Tammany 
associates on the judiciary ticket in this 
Judicial District and falling some 30,000 
votes short..of the Low ballot cast in the 
game district, it is plainly evident that 
if his name instead of Mr. SHEParp's 
/ 


‘misdeeds, 





had headed the Tammany ticket, in 
which case Brooklyn with her anti-Tam- 
many majority three times as great as 
that given in Manhattan and the Bronx 
would have had a chance at him, he 
would have gone down under an adverse 
majority approaching or perhaps exceed- 
ing 100,000. That shows what would 
have happened had Mr. CROKER ventured 
to nominate a thorough-going Tammany 
man for Mayor. It shows into what 
deep detestation Tammany has brought 
itself. 








MR. SHEPARD. 

THE Trmes has never recorded a tri- 
umph over a political opponent for 
whom it felt so deep and sincere a re- 
gret as for Mr. SHEPARD. It is not his 
defeat we regret—that was really his 
salvation. It is the deplorable mistake 
and disaster of his accepting the nomi- 
nation and making the canvass for 
Tammany. 

The delusion due to a beclouded judg- 
ment and the mistaken counsel of un- 
wise friends has cost him something 
more than the pangs of defeat. It has 
brought the sincerity of his professions 
into doubt in the minds of many thou- 
sand voters. THe Times has not for a 
moment doubted his sincerity. or his 
honest purpose. His judgment was wo- 
fully awry and he was altogether mis- 
taken in supposing that he could prevail 
against the evil forces of Tammany. 
But we believe he expected faithfully to 
keep his promises. 

We hope Mr. SHEPARD will live down 
his errors and have the opportunity to 
atone for them richly. His great abili- 
ties should be of high use some time in 
the public service. 








THE CHANGE, 

On the Ist of January next Mr. Van 
Wvxcr will pass from the Mayor’s office 
to such obscurity as his character de- 
serves, or permits, and his place will be 
taken by Mr. Low. An able and upright 
man, of wide experience and trained 
judgment, who has already rendered dis- 
tinguished service in positions of great 
importance and difficulty, will assume 
powers hitherto unprecedented in the or- 
ganization of any great American city. 
It will rest with him to select competent 
and courageous men for the Police De- 
partment, the Health Department, the 
Department of Street Cleaning, the con- 
trolling membership of the Educational 
Department, and many minor places, and 
with the appointment goes the power 
and the responsibility of retention. 
Apart from the functions of the Borough 
Presidents in connection with the pub- 
liz works, the administration of this 
great city lies in the hands of Mr. Low. 
His first task will be to choose the man 
who is to clean the police service from 
top to bottom, who is to set the standard 
of character, efficiency, discipline, and 
morale for every officer and every pa- 
trolman. It will be a task of tremen- 
dous importance and no small difficulty; 
but the Mayor will have not merely the 
support of the majority of those who 
voted for him, but that of the great body 
ot those who voted for his opponent in 
confidence that he, too, would under- 
take the work. And this inestimable 
support he will have in all the complex 
and trying duties that await him, 

The principle of which the election of 
Mr. Low is the signal triumph insures 
him the great advantage of having 
no party debts to pay. He has been 
chosen not by a coalition, but by a union; 
not by a combination of parties or fac- 
tions, but by the common action of the 
majority of the voters of New York, 
bent on banishing party considerations 
from the management of city affairs. 
He will have no temptation, even if he 
were capable of yielding to it, which he 
is not, to reward or “ recognize” in ap- 
pointments the various bodies that have 
joined in his election. The warning, 
therefore, of the experience of the Strong 
administration in this direction will not 
be needed to guide him in the path he 
has been expressly chosen to pursue. 
The simple service of the whole city, 
through the best men available for posts 
of power and responsibility, will be from 
the start and will remain until the end 
his sole aim,-as it is the sole mandate of 
the people. 

In this fact lies the extreme signifi- 
cance of the result. The Citizens’ Union 
campaign of four years ago defined the 
principle of municipal independence of 
party politics, and fixed it in the minds 
and hearts of 150,000 voters. The la- 
mentable consequences of the refusal of 
the Republican organization to accept 
that principle then brought about the 
union of this year, which was reinforced 
by the common impulse against Tam- 
many. At the last moment the extraor- 


dinary course of Mr. SHEPARD in setting 
up the barrier of professed Democracy 


between Tammany and the indignation 
of the people made the issue of partisan- 


ship against the independence of the 
city more sharp and the triumph of the 
latter more substantial and enduring. 


It is a source of incalculable advantage 


and encouragement that the city has not 
merely driven one party out, in a fit of 
resentment at its immediate and recent 
but has acted on a definite 


and fruitful principle and has served a 


mandatory notice on all parties that 


they must keep to the legitimate field 
and that the people of the city will try 
in the future to manage their own in- 


terests for themselves without regard 
to the partisan affiliations that have

DISTRICT ATTORNEY JEROME. 
It would have been a great and sad de- 
duction from our victory if Justice Ju- 
ROME had been defeated for the District 
Attorneyship. His canvass has been one 


of the most inspiring things that New 
Yorkers can remember. He has simply 
put before the people of New York the 
moral conditions which Tammany fos-

tered and by which it throve. He has 
done this, as he said, without any tricks 
of oratory, and certainly without any 
craft of politics. His one blunder in the 
campaign was one of the many proofs 
he gave of his sincerity and of his cour- 
age.\ 

And he was the one candidate on the 
Fusion ticket who most excited the fear 
and hate of the criminal classes, and es- 
pecially of the political protectors, offi- 
eial and unofficial, of criminals. The 
raids by which he showed the complic- 
ity of the police in gambling aroused the 
wrath of all those who profited by that 
complicity. They drew forth inarticulate 
noises, indicative of pain and rage, from 
DEVERY, as his canvass has drawn forth 
like roars from the Sullivans and En- 
gels, and Hochstims of the east side 
whom he has put in fear, The utmost 
efforts of the lawbréakers were put for- 
ward especially against him. It is good 
for all of us that they were put forward 
in vain. 

And certainly it is a great thing for 
us all to have in the District Attorney’s 
office a terror of the criminal classes, 
who is also not a fool, and who has been 
put there, after full discussion of his 
claims and purposes, by an unmistakable 
popular mandate. That reform of the 
police which will be the first and most 
urgent duty of the new municipal ad- 
ministration cannot be made complete 
without invoking the aid of the criminal 
law. Fancy the best and most capable 
of reforming Mayors with an Unger in 
such a place. He would be handicapped 
to the point of almost total inability. 
But with Mr. Low in the Mayor’s chair 
and with such a public prosecutor as Mr. 
JEROME, we may look forward to a puri- 
fication of political and official life in 
New York which will long outlast the 
tenure of office either of the Mayor or 
of the District Attorney. 





EXIT VAN WYCK. 

Nothing in the election is more satis- 
factory to the instinct of common de- 
cency than the defeat of Ropert A. VAN 
Wyck. When a meeting of the Bar As- 
sociation described him as ‘‘ conspicuous- 
ly unfit for judicial office ”’ and omitted 
to give any reasons it branded him as 
effectually by the omission as the de- 
scription. Hverybody, it said in effect, 
had had an opportunity of observing him 
for four years in the Mayor’s chair, and 
his unfitness was known to all. 

And so it was. It was a particularly 
pointed insult to the bench and the bar 
and the people of New York to nominate 
him to a Judgeship, perhaps the most 
pointed insult that Tammany has direct- 
ed against the community in this cam- 
paign. Even the nomination of FRoMME 
was not so insolent, for the reason that 
FROMME was not so well or widely 
known. It would not have been fit for 
VaN Wreck to escape with only the com- 





‘mon condemnation of defeat that was in- 


flicted upon the rest of the gang. The 
pointed insult of his nomination required 
to be pointedly repelled by visiting upon 
him the particular condemnation, of 
“running behind his ticket.” 

At this writing it seems that that spe- 
cial and peculiar stigma has been put 
upon him. Mr. RoBert B. ROOSEVELT, 
we believe it was, who has come to the 
defense of Mr. VAN Wryck in these col- 
umns, has assured us that he was a 
bright young man and a promising law 
student. After his admission to the bar, 
however, he betook himself to Tammany 
politics for a living and to Tammdny 
beefsteak feasts and French balls for 
amusement, and he wound up by becom- 
ing the subservient and insolent hench- 
man in the Mayor’s chair of a brutal 
Boss, and an object of shame and re- 
sentment to all self-respecting New 
Yorkers.

from public life reads a needed lesson to_ 


other bright young men to be more care-

RICHARD CROKER. 

Nothing in the returns of the election 
so provokes the wrath and awakens the 
alarm of CROKER as the figures showing 
the election of Mr. JmERoME to be District 
Attorney. The thief is never entirely 
sure that he has covered his tracks, and 
a boss who has been working for his 
own pocket all the time is in continual 
danger of being found out. The election 
of Mr. JERompP immensely increases the 
chances that CROKER will be found out. 

Mr. CROKER knows whether he has 
been criminally concerned in the hideous 
corruptions of his Tammany government, 
but that is not the worst of it. The 
other chiefs of Tammany know also, and 
no doubt the Gambling Combine knows. 
These rascals are liable at any time to 
fall into the clutches of the new District 
Attorney. CROKER cannot tell, no man 
can tell, how much they will disclose un- 
der the thumbscrews of indictment and 
prosecution.

NAVIGATING THE AIR. 

The fact that M. SaAntos-DuMoONT has 
been declared entitled to the 100,000f, 
prize offered by M. DeutTscH to any one 
who would circumnavigate the Biffel 
Tower under certain conditions will give 
pleasure to a great many people who 


have no interest in the matter, one way 
on the other. a 
That SANTOs-DuMoONT has accomplished 


anything of enough value to the world 
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' characteristic of the rest of us.

to be worth 100,000f., or any other con- 
siderable sum, is quite another question, 
Frankly, we do not think he has. The 
scientific interest of aerial flight is in- 
exhaustible, and it will probably never 
cease to be of popular interest as well. 
SANTOS-DUMONT seems to have zone a 
little further than any one else in the 
direction of balloon guidance. How much 
real ingenuity he has shown in mechan- 
ical invention we do not know, but his 
cleverness in adaptation cannot be quese 
tioned. He has demonstrated the “act 
that with an extremely costly and deli- 
cate apparatus a skillful operator of 
mechanism, who has good nerve and a 
quick wit, may, under favorable condi- 
tions of wind and weather, rise from a 
given spot, make a circuit of greater or 
less radius, and return alive, if he has 
good luck, to the point from which he 
started. Others who can provide the 
necessary apparatus can doubtless repeat 
this feat—with no greater percentage of 
casualties than attends circus perform- 
ances on the flying trapeze or following 
the hounds in the hunting field. 

It would, however, involve a violent 
stretch of the imagination to assume that 
the feat by which M. Santos-DumMonNT 
won the Deutsch prize marks a step in 
the direction of the realization of the 
dream of practical aerial navigation. 
Land transportation and the navigation 
of the sea would be of very little practi- 
cal value to any one if the conditions 
attending them were in any sense 
comparable to those attending flight 
through the air, with or without suid- 
ance. To make air-travel cheap enough 
to be practical we must have balloons ca- 
pable of lifting considerable weights. A 
vessel for navigating the water with a 
displacement of 100 tons is not very 
large. If we had nothing larger in the 
way of ships, international communica- 
tion between countries divided by seas 
would be reduced to conditions existing 
in the time of the Phoenicians, or per- 
haps earlier. If the weight of the struct- 
ure, the passengers, the necessary 
fuel for power generation, personal bag- 
gage, fodd supplies, and all the other 
accessories and impedimenta of com- 
fortable travel, be taken into account, 
100 tons of weight to be sustained and 
propelled is not very much in practi- 
eal transportation. To lift this weight we 
must depend for the present upon the 
hydrogen balloon. The density of hydro- 


.gen as compared with that of air is as 


-0693 to 1. Hydrogen has a lifting power 
of fourteen times its own weight. “f it 
were worth while to work out the calcu- 
lation it would appear that to lift 100 
tons of weight clear of the ground we 
should need 17,292,128.7 cubic feet of 
hydrogen. To hold this we should need a 
spherical balloon 160.38 feet in diameter. 
This capacity would allow no reserve of 
hydrogen for purposes of tentative de- 
scent and ascent, which is accomplished 
by the alternate wasting of gas and bal- 
last. What allowance should be made 
for this purpose is a matter of judg- 
ment. The aeronaut who has to look for 
a suitable landing place must do con- 
siderable undulating of this character, 
and his inability to do it would render it 
desirable that he and his passengers take 
the precaution to insure their lives at 
their full value before starting. If a re- 
serve of hydrogen was needed for great- 
er buoyancy, for leakage, and for waste 
in tentative descents, his balloon would 
need to have a diameter of, say, 175 feet. 
This is possible, no doubt, but it would 
be a very costly bag. The problem may, 
of course, be solved much more econom- 
ically on a smaller scale, but the unit of 
100 tons of dead weight has been taken 
to show that, from the transportation 
point of view, the work of the Aero Club 
of Paris is not at all practical, 

The solution of the problem of aerial 
flight will never be reached in a way 
having practical commercial value until 
the idea of the dirigible balloon is aban- 
doned and that of a flying mechanism is 
worked out on strictly mechanical lines. 
As Prof. SAMUEL Nm&wcoMB has lately 
explained, the construction of an aerial 
vehicle which will carry a single passen- 
ger from place to place at pleasure in- 
volves the discovery of a new metal and 
a new force—neither of which is now in 
sight. Meanwhile, ballooning is a fad 
which is leading nowhere. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-—That the inhabitants of New Jersey 
are in some mysterious way unlike the 
rest of the country’s population is a fact 
which was noticed long ago and has been 
the occasion of innumerable comments, 
mostly of a derisive nature; but nobody, so 
far as we remember, has ever made a seri- 
ous effort to ascertain the cause of the 
queerness observed by all. At least the be- 
ginning of an explanation, we suspect, is 
hidden in some remarks of The Newark Ad- 
vertiser on the political situation as it ex- 
isted in New Jersey just before the elec- 
tion. The peculiarities of this situation, 
The Advertiser said, were due to the cir- 


cumstance that over a third of the resi- 
dents of the State live in counties that are 
practically suburbs either of New York or 


of Philadelphia. Consequently, this large 
fraction of Jerseymen is subjected to in- 
fluences which, while not giving them the 


right to classification as New Yorkers or 
Pennsylvanians, are yet strong enough to 
destroy the sense of individuality and soli- 
darity which is the common and correlating 
Now, New 
York and Philadelphia are about as thor- 
oughly unlike as two cities possibly can 
be, and the result is that the Jerseymen, in 
their endeavors to gharmonize conflicting 


forces, fall into strange poses of mind and 
are a source of confusion to all who study 
them. This year, for instance, the inhabi- 
tants of the counties near Philadelphia hear 
that virtue and reform mean antagonism 
to the Quay Republican machine, while to 
those on the other side of the State the 
words imply hostility to Tammanyism, 
which is nominally Democratic. That ac- 
counts for a lot of political queerness, and 
much the same explanation clears up other 
differences between the Jerseymen and the 
fellow-countrymen who so often call them 
foreigners. Of course, they are not for- 
ejgners at all, but simply suburbanites who 
have to live up to incompatible ideals and 
they make something of a mess of it. 





~-—Now that election is over, the political 
appeals that have formed so large a part 
recently of surface and elevated car adver- 
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tising will disappear—a fact which will be 
no little consolation to those who do not 
like the result of the balloting and a cause 
for added joysamong those whom it pleases. 
The placards in question have “been little 
less than positive nuisances to all except 
the few who had the campaigning fever 
with such violence that \they thought of 
nothing except politics at any hour of the 
day or night. Other people yearned for oc- 
casional relief from the prevailing obses- 
sion, and were resentful that in the one 
place where they Were moderately safe 
from political talk their attention was for- 
cibly fixed on the recriminations and boasts 
of the party rivals. What made the placards 
the more irritating was the fact that the 
large majority of them appealed to some- 
thing else than intelligence, and, whether 
in poetry or prose, whether advocating one 
side or the other, showed a very uncompli- 
mentary belief in the utility of exaggerated 
and distorted statements, of quotations torn 
from their contexts, and of arguments di- 
rected to selfish and individual interests, 
as distinguished from those of the city and 
the public. Of course, some of these ad- 
vertisements stated exact truths, and all 
of these exceptions, naturally, were aimed 
against the party of corruption and fraud; 
but even thése were out of place where they 
were, and the probability that a single 
vote was changed or influenced by the 
large amount of money spent tn this way is 
very small. There are two legitimate en- 
gines of publicity, the platform and the 
newspaper. They are adequate as well as 
proper, and why so much energy is wasted 
in finding others is a thing impossible to 
understand. 





-——Writing to a friend in Boston, one of 
the students who was with Miss STONE at 
the time of her capture expresses grave 
doubts as to whether the missionary is still 
alive. He describes the climate of the 
mountain region into which she was carried 
as extremely trying, even for those who 
are provided with the best in the way of 
protection and food to be found there, and, 
with all the roads made impassable by deep 
snows three weeks ago, he does not see 
how the brigands could have avoided sub- 
jecting their women prisoners to very great 
hardships. It was at first thought that 
Miss STONE and Mme. TsILKA were con- 
fined in the monastery of St. Ivan of Rila, 
near the Bulgarian frontier, where they 
would have been comparatively comfort- 
able, but a thorough search of the insti- 
tution had forced the abandonment of this 
theory. The writer of the letter also de- 
clares that Mr.. Dickinson, the United 
States Consul, by indiscreet insinuations 
against the Bulgarian Government, ex- 
pressed publicly, had rendered more diffi- 
cult the task of securing Miss STONEZ’s 
release. For the Bulgarian authorities, it 
is asserted, are now determined not to go 
beyond the strictest construction of their 
duty in the case, and the troops engaged 
in the search, moreover, are under orders 
to exterminate the band of brigands even 
at the cost of Miss Stone's life. Not much 
importance need be ascribed to the criti- 
cism of Mr. DicKINsSON, but the affair does 
seem to have been sadly mismanaged by 
somebody from the very beginning. All the 
negotiating with brigands and the dickering 
with them as to the amount and disposi- 
tion of the ransom demanded were utterly 
humiliating, and while such a course might 
have been excused if it had been imme- 
diately successful in effecting the release 
of the prisoners, its failure revives the wish 
that a more dignified and energetic policy 
had been followed. If Turkey and Bul- 
garia had been told in a tone which even 
they could not misunderstand that full 
reparation would be demanded—and ob- 
tained—for any harm that befell an Ameri- 
ean citizen lawfully in that part of the 
world, the chances are that the missionary 
would have been in safety before now, and 
certainly there would be no more kidnap- 
ping of our people. 


——A troubled reader wants to know why 
we used the word “aleatory’’ the other 
day in an editorial article on “ Election 
Betting.”” He says that it is not in his 
copy of Webster’s Dictionary, and adds: 
‘I would bet that not one out of ten of 
your superior employés (excluding work- 
men) knows what it means.’’ Dear man! 
If he must know why we used the word 
“aleatory,’’ of course we must tell him. 
It was because the word is a good word, 
not quite so frequently spoken as written, 
perhaps, but not a bit less thoroughly at 
home in the English language than “ cat” 
or “dog.” It is not ‘ rare" or ‘‘ obsolete ” 
or ‘“ provincial’’ or .“ colloquial,” or any- 
thing else except good plain United States. 
As it expressed perfectly the idea we had 
in mind, we had the best of rights to use 
it, and any reader to whom, by some 
strange chance, the word was new should 
have thanked instead of criticising us. If 
‘‘aleatory’”’ is not in our correspondent’s 
dictionary he should get a new one. It is 
in our copy of Webster, and in the three 
other dictionaries, which are all we have 
had the patience to consult. Pérhaps it is 
missing from a few others, made for the 
pocket or for primary schools. THE TIMES 
does not try to be impressive by filling its 
columns with words from ,foreign lan- 
guages, or with English words that have 
outlived their usefulness, but, on the other 
hand, it recognizes the fact that English 
is a composite speech, with a very large 
vocabulary, of which it takes such advan- 
tage as it can.

Phe idieness and ennui of the camp is, of 
course, one of the grave arguments against 





the whole business of war and the army, 
and these who enlist have not often many 
resources; but as long as we have an army 
it is a monstrous absurdity that we must 
grovite wine and beer, even for the sol- 
iers addicted to such things, not to speak 
of those who have never used them.

BALDNESS AND THE HAIR BRUSH, 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

In reply to “J. L. N.,” who wants a 
remedy for baldness, please find my ex- 
perience. There is no remedy for »ald- 
ness, but there is, I believe, a preventive. 
The stiff bristles of a brush are the cause 
of baldness, where it is not caused by 
disease. At the root of every hair there 
is a little cell or blood vessel which nour- 
ishes it. When this is punctured by the 
sharp point of a bristle it is destroyed, and 
the hair dies. This was told me by a bar- 
ber fully thirty years ago. He used soft 


brushes, and never placed them upright 
on the head. 

At the time I speak of, I was using a 
stiff brush vigorously, as is recommended 
by manufacturers of hair tonics. I dis- 
carded the hair brush from that time, and 
have used none since; have used only a 
comb. My hair soon stopped coming out, 
as soon as I lost all that had been injured 
by brushing, and I have never lost any 
since. 

Netrly all bald people are bald on the 
top of the head, while they retain their 
hair on the temples and on the back of 
the head. That is hecause the brush 
strikes the head perpendicularly on top and 
the bristles penetrate to the sealp, and 
injure' the roots of the hair, while the 
brush glances over thre other parts of the 
head and comes in contact with the hair 
and does not reach the roots in those parts. 

Men with thick coarse hair, and partic- 
ularly those with curly or kinky hair, do 
not lose it as do those with fine straight 
hair, and that is because the thick mass 
protects the scalp from the sharp points of 
the bristles of the brush. Women do not 
become bald’'as men do; they do not use 
the brush in the same way; they hold the 
hair off of the head to brush it, and do 
not brush the scalp nearly as much, and 
they wear the hair very much thicker. 
Women become bald where they part the 
hair, because the marp points of the comb 
used so much in one place injure the roots. 

I never use any wash but soap and water, 
and use that very often. ce. 3.

Mix and apply locally to scalp to prevent 
hair falling out. It is best applied to roots 
of hair with medicine dropper, and then 
rubbed in thoroughly with tips of fingers.

THE X-RAY AND CANCER. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The article on the first page of your to- 
day’s edition is interesting reading to the 
masses, in view of the apparent increase of 
cancerous diseases in late years, but to the 
fairlv informed physician it has something 
of the character of an advertisement of a 
doctor’s alleged cure of a single case. I am 
not so unkind, however, as to attribute 
anything of a mercenary nature to the 
homeopathic professor in Chicago, but 
rather a creditable desire to help his suf- 
fering fellow-mortals by making public the 
happy effects of his experiment with the 
X ray. 

If he supposed—and I think that he did 
not—that he had to announce a treatment 
quite unknown to the medical world, there 
are hundreds of physicians in the countr: 
who could at once say that what he had 
been doing was already known as a method 


of treatment for tumors and skin maladies 
of various sorts, both in this country and 
Europe. You can scarcely take up and 
scan the pages of a prominent medical 
ublication like The Medical Record, Med- 
cal Times, Association Journal, &c., with- 
out finding items relatin? to the applica- 
tion of the X ray to some form of skin dis- 
ease or tumor. Not a few specialists in der- 
matology have an X ray outfit in their ef- 
fice furnishings and can give you points as 
to their accomplishment with the wonder- 
ful electric current in its glass inclosure. 
The success attending its application to af- 
fections like sycosis-parasitica, lupus, cer- 
tain. obstinate eczemas, &c., have encour- 
aged operators to expect favorable results 
in treating sarcoma and careinoma, and we 
have now reports from several sources to 
that effect. 

The Chicago ‘“‘ professor of materia med- 
ica’’ may not claim originality for his use 
of the violet ray, but, according to the 
terms of your correspondent, indicates a 
degree of exaltation more or less credita- 
ble, from which some might infer that he 
had made a new discovery. Whereas such 
men as Barton and Bleyer of New York, 
who have been earnest students of medical 
electricity for years, can testify regardin 
the substantlal progress of that very usefu 
branch of practice and give us trustworthy 
suggestions’ as to its further probable ex- 
tension in the field of remedies for obsti- 
nate and dangerous diseases. 

Do not consider me, Mr. Editor, as in any 
way a competitor with the Chicago doctor. 
I have no X ray plant in my office, and do 
not invite practice of the kind. ;

LEPROSY AND THE TAMMANY HALL 
HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial to-day,.‘‘ The Health De- 
partment,” in which you express surprise 
that the bill of indictment against Tam- 
many Hall does not include sanitary mis- 
government, prompts me to observe that 
public opinion should arraign it for its gross 
violation of the mandates of the Berlin 
Lepra Conference. That congress, where 
met the world’s most eminent leprologists 
and representatives.of twenty-two Govern- 
ments, men who had devoted their lives to 
the study of leprosy in countries where 
the disease is both endemic and epidemic, 
promulgated its conclusions that leprosy 
was contagious and that isolation of lepers 
was necessary. Those gentlemen said that 
the disease was the same in every climate— 
from Norway and Iceland to China and 
India, Our Tammany Hal! Board of Health 
energetically opposes these declarations for 
the simple reason of expediency. No per- 
son will doubt that this scientific body 
represents only the interest, which not po- 
litical people, simply honest people, might 
call infamous, of Tammany Hall—so much 
money, so much trouble spared. That it 


should take the liberty of putting before 
the public an opinion against the con- 
clusions of the Berlin conference is simply 
an effrontery. 

When one of its sanitary’ Inspectors re- 
ported to his chief that he had found a 
Chinese leper in Harlem he was told to 
find hereafter a Chinaman and not a leper. 
Chinese lepers are permitted to ply their 
craft, to spray water over our linen from 
their leprous mouths. Do these scientists 
not know that the mouth and nose of 
lepers abound with bacilli? And because of 
ppnorence of a case of endemic leprosy in 
this city, with such an inefficient board 
find it, must we conclude that the dis- 
ease is not contagious ‘in this climate?” 
To such an edict the whole leprological 
world clamors catienis mille ducentis that 
it is false. 

Many years must elapse after inoculation 
of a virgin country with leprosy before the 
disease becomes even endemic, and many 


more until it becomes epidemic. 

In Louisiana, where inoculation took 
place in 1765, and where it was endemic 
since 1858, the disease is only now announc- 
ing its epidemicity. Instead of 400 lepers, 
the number there to-day, there will be, un- 
less measures of isolation are quickly en- 
forced, in forty years from ngw, 30,000 
lepers, like happened in Colombia, South 
America. A fanciful difference in climate 
will not prevent anywhere the fulfillment 
of this law of leprosy. 

The startling recrudescence of leprosy 

which has taken place in Abbeville, Ver- 
million Parish, La., after an apparent im- 
munity from the disease for thirty years, 
roves that the lepro-bacillus, even after 
urial n a leper’s grave for years, can 
resurrect’ itself and again attack us, or 
that it may be carried for years without 
making its presence in the healthy human 
body known. ‘

According, to the medical 
teaching of those days leprosy was held 
to be hereditary and non-contagious, and 
no sanitary precautions were observed, the 
defecta and soiled dressings being pitched 
out into the back yard to rot away with 
the refuse. The people generally shunned 
these unfortunates and held very little in- 
tercourse with them. In fact the husband 
of the first leper died about fifteen years 
later without any indication of the dis- 
ease, while the wife of the other patient is 
still living to-day, twenty-four years after 
the death of her leper husband—a hale and 
hearty woman. 

“Of the cases occurring recently one was 
in a family occupying the premises in the 
rear of the male leper. two other cases in 5 
families residing within 100 yards of the — 
infected spdét, occurring in children 
some years after the death of the leper 
Another case occurred in a woman Who 
lived for two years in a new cabin ereeted 
on the site of the leper woman's home.”* 

Dr. Isadore Neumann of Vienna said in 
the Berlin Lepra Conference that climatie¢ 
conditions are not important factors for or 
against the spread of leprosy. The main 
importance he attributed to the hygiene 
of dwellings and food. All investigators 
agree in this, th unfavorable hygienie 
conditions are of stipreme importance for 
the existence and the spread of the dis- 
ease. Almost everywhere where leprosy 
exists endemically we find colossal accumue 
lation ef hygienic deficiencies, consisting in 
crowds occupying small and ill ventilated 
dirty dwellings (like the east side tene- 
ments.) We find bad or insufficient 
alimentation, with complete neglect of the 
body. Although now nosoay thinks that 
these factors alone bring about the out- 
break of leprosy, their favorable influence 
for the spreading of this disease must be 
considered as very considerable. So that 
certain of thase factors can be brought 
into direct relation with the propagation 


of leprosy. 
Besides there must be a long period of 
life of the bacillus. All 


repose in the 

leprologists recognize this, for when.a lepey 
is transported to a new country his dis- 
ease for a long time after arriyal amends, 
itself and later on renews its course of 
virulent activity. It would seem as if the 
bacillus could change its very nature. It 
makes no difference whether the transfer 
is from a cold to a warm climate, or from 
a warm to a cold one, or whether from @ 
virgin country to an epidemic one, or vis@ 
versa. The improvement in the course of 
the disease follows, which shows that it is 
not the climate that causes it. 

Until the period arrived when the dis- 
ease announced that it had become en- 
demic to a country, every people believed 
that leprosy was non-contagious, since all 
the new cases had come from foreign lands. 
But later, when the new cases began to 
crop up, without importation, and it bee 
came evident that they had been inocu- 
lated directly or indirectly from the foreign 
leper, residing with them, then they knew 
that it was contagious. Later on, unless 
restrictions were put upon lepers, the dis- 
ease always became epidemic, like in 
Japan and China to-day. Thus we see 
that it gains its foothold in a country 
most insidiously. 

The viability of the bacillus under any 
surrouundings is whoily unknown to _ us. 

any leprologists believe that it never dies, 

ut can hibernate for centuries. How then 
can our omniscient Tammany Hall Board 
of Health scientists assert that there is no 
danger from freedom of lepers in New 

York City?

SULTAN MAY BE OBSTINATE 





He Is Declared to be in a State of 
“Overweening Infatuation ”—Fur- 


ther French Demands. 





LONDON TiMES—NEW YoRK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—The Paris 
spondent of The Times says the squad- 
ron under Admiral Caillard arrived at 
the Island of Mitylene, in the Grecian 
Archipelago, yesterday. The three prin- 
cipal ports of the island were occupied. 

The correspondent adds that the rec- 
ognition of the Chaldean Patriarch is 
one of the new claims of France on Tur- 
key. If compliance with the demands is 
not soon made France will advance fur- 
ther claims. 

Those best initiated into the mysteries 
of the Yildiz Kiosk, says the Vienna cor- 
respondent of The Times, have for some 
time represented the Sultan as being in 

state of overweening infatuation, which 
bodes ill for the tranquillity of the Near 
East. 

The patronage which Abdul Hamid has 
received from Germany is said to have 
contributed more than anything else to 
turn his head.

By The Associated Press, 
PARIS, Nov. 6.—The following dispatch 
has been received from Admiral Caillard: 
“ Mitylene, Nov. 5—11:40 A. M. 
** Armored division arrived at Mitylene.’’ 
The dispatch does not say whether a 
landing was effected, but it-seems certain 
that the French commander «arried out his 
instructions, which were to occupy three 
ports of the island and te seize the cus- 
toms. : 
One cruiser and three torpedo catchers 


became separated from the squadron, owing 
to the speed of the other ships. The dis- 
patch boat Mouette, which had joined the 
squadron, was sent to meet them and to ac- 
company them to Mitylene. 

The squadron arrived off the Island of 
Syra (Grecian Archipelago) on Monday, 
and a dispatch boat entered the Port ot 
Syra and took from the telegraph station 
a batch of dispatches. These contained 
definite instructions from the French Gov- 
ernment regarding the carrying out of the 
sealed orders which were handed to the 
Admiral at Toulon. The dispatches di- 
— Admiral Caillard to proceed to -lity- 
ene. 

The Foreign Office has not yet received 
the Porte’s reply to the note which M. 
Bapst, Councilor of the French Embassy 
at Constantinople, following out the in- 
structions which M. Delcassé sent to h'm 
on Nov. 3, presented to the Turkish Gov- 
ernment. ' 

The following’ statement obtained 
from official sources: 

When the French Government decided to 
send a squadron to Turkish waters it 
debated whether to seize the customs at 
Salonika, Beirut, or Smyrna, as it was 
realized that only the receipts of one of 
these three big ports could produce a suf- 
ficient sum to pay off the French claims 
without a long occupation, which was con- 
sidered inadvisable. 

The idea of occupying Salonika was at 
once dismissed, because it might create 
the false impression that France was aim- 
ing to reopen the Macedonian question. 
The occupation of Beirut was also set 
aside, owing to the French position and 
interests in Syria, where the population 
looks upon France as its protector. The 
occupation of Beirut, therefore, would be 
certain to create effervescence, and, per- 
haps, even rebellion. The choice of the 
Foreign Minister, M. Delcassé, conse- 
quently fell upon Smyrna, which offers 
equal advantages to the other ports, with- 
out having their political drawbacks. 

On Saturday, however, came the dispatch 
from M. Bapst announcing the issuance 
of the Sultan’s irade accepting the Lorando 
claim in its entirety, as France demanded. 
This dispatch slightly modified the aspect 
of the situation, inasmuch as M. Del- 
cassé came to the conclusion that the 
Sultan would now settle the money claims, 
and would, within a few days, produce the 
guarantees for their payment which 
France demanded. The necessity for seiz- 
ing big customs, therefore, became less 
pressing. However, the necessity for oc- 
cupying Turkish territory in order to exer- 
cise pressure and compel the Sultan to 
concede the demands in regard to French 
treaty rights still remained urgent. The 
Government, therefore, decided that Ad- 
miral Caillard should occupy ports on the 
Island of Mitylene, which is conveniently 
close to Smyrna. So, should the Govern- 
ment’s impression that the Sultan will sat- 
isfactorily settle the monetary questions 
without delay prove unjustifiable, and the 
customs receipts at Mitylene not suffice 
to meet the French claims, Smyrna can 
yet be occupied. 

In the meanwhile, the occupation of the 
ports of Mitylene is more convenient, from 
a military point of view, as the French 
cannot be easily disturbed on that island, 
while, as Smyrna is on the mainland, its 
occupation might have more serious devel- 
opments than desired. 

The French Government, however, trusts 
that the whole difficulty will very shortly 
be arranged to its satisfaction, and hopes 
that the treaty stipulations will be carried 
out by the issue of irades, such degrees 
giving certain French schools permission 
to open, which, thus far, has been with- 
held, giving official recognition throughout 
the Turkish Empire to diplomas issued by 
the French Medical Faculty at Beirut, ete.

Mitylene is better known under the old 
Greek name of Lesbos, its chief fame be- 
ing derived from its connection with the 


earliest developments of Greek poetry and 
literature. Homer refers to its wealth 
and populous cities, and Sappho, Alcaeus, 


and Terpander were born on the island. 

The area of the island is 675 square 
Miles, and it has a population of about 
107,000, of whom 92,000 are Greeks. The 
principal town is Mitylene, at one time one 
of the most powerful Greek cities of Asia 
Minor. It continued to be a rich and pros- 
perous place throughout ancient history, 
and in the Byzantine period its name came 
to be applied to the whole island. It was 
long a stronghold of the Venetians in the 
Middle .Ages, but has belonged to the 
Turkish Empire since 1460. 

At present Mitylene is one of the most 
prosperous islands in the archipelago. Be- 
sides the capital, the principal towns and 
villages are Moria, Pamphila, Thermi, Man- 
damado, Molivo, Calloni, Plumari, and 
Yera. The island possesses two splendid 
gulfs, both being almost inland lakes, from 
the fact that their entrances are long and 
narrow. They are the Gulf of Yera and the 
Gulf of Calloni. Natural ports: are also 
formed by islands close to the mainland, 
where good anchorage can be found.

EX-BOXER LEADER HONORED.

PEKING, Nov. 6.—Na-Tung, an ex-Boxer 
leader, has been appointed an official of 
the Chinese Foreign Office by an edict re- 
ceived to-day. He recently returned from 
Japan, where he went as Special Envoy to 
apologize and express condolences for the 
murder of Sugiyama Akira (Chancellor of 
the Japanese Legation at Peking) shortly 
before the legations were besieged. This 
appointment is considered a test of the at- 
titude of the Chinese Ministers toward the 
restoration of the Boxers to imperial favor. 

Japanese influence supported Na-Tung, 
a fact which contributes further evidence 
of Japan’s recent policy of co-operation 
with China.

WAITRESSES ON DINING CARS. 


Objections to Plans of Denver and Rio 
Grande Superintendent to Em- 
ploy Them, 
Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—The plan of T. R. 
Barnes, Superintendent of the Denver and 
Rio Grande Railway dining car service, 
which contemplates the employment of 
pretty girls as waitresses, has been unpro-' 
ductive of enthusiasm among. Chicago rail- 
road men who have heard of it. The local 


experts say the scheme will not do, and 
they cite many reasons therefor, a few of 
which may be mentioned. 

‘In the first place,’’ said one Superin- 
tendent, ‘‘ there would be no place for wo- 
men to sleep on the dining car unless they 
‘roughed it,’ as the men do. Then, again, 
the work of a waiter on a Western railroad 
dining car consists principally in the ardu- 
ous occupation of extracting corks from 
the necks of bottles, a species of service 
which would be neither suitable nor conp- 
genial for properly reared young women. 
The scheme will never do.” 

Mr. Barnes has this to say in behalf of 
his plan: ‘‘ Girls are neater, cleaner, and 
quicker than men in dining car service. I 
shall employ them first in Colorado to see 
how the public takes it, and if it be satis- 
factory I may introduce the plan on the 
Missouri Pacific.”

SAYS ST. LOUIS FAIR 
IS IMPOSSIBLE IN 1903. 


Opinion of Chairman Busch of Exposi- 
tion Committee Is Scouted by 


His Fellow-Officers, 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 5.—Adolphus Busch, 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations of the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position Company, who has just returned 
from a six months’ tour of Europe, in an 
interview in The Post Dispatch said to-day 
that “It would be impossible to hold a 
great world's fair in St. Louis.in 1903,"’ and 
that, further, “if the exposition is to be 
on a scale of international greatness, the 
time for representation should be post- 
poned at least one year.’’ 

“TIT am firmly convinced,” added Mr. 
Busch, “of the correctness of my judg- 
ment. At the first opportunity I shall 
make this statement to the Directors of the 
exposition."’ 

President Francis of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition Company, when shown 
the statement of Adolphus Busch, said: 

“The fair cannot and will not be post- 
poned, I have said this before, and I re- 
peat it now, whatever any one else may 
have said. Mr. Busch is not advised as to 


what progress we are making or he would 
not have made such a statement. Presi- 
dent McKinley's invitation to the world to 
attend the fair in 1903 has gone out, and 
x wrulg be impossible to change the time 

Ww. 

“While Mr. Busch has helped the world’s 
fair along, he has been absent from St. 
Loufs for six months, and because of that 
fact he was not aware of the progress the 
exposition had made.’’ Ex-Gov. Francis’s 
attention was drawn to Mr. Busch’s state- 
ment that he (Mr. Busch) spoke from what 
he had learned abroad, and that his infor- 
mation was secured from the commercial 
and official] representatives of foreign na- 

ons. 

“As to the foreign nations,’”’ said Presi- 
dent Francis, ‘‘ we will have them ready to 
exhibit here in 1908. Mr. De Olivaes has 
just departed for Spain and Portugal, and 
will also visit South America. The most 
flattering reports of England’s good will 
and assistance come from London. 

‘‘In the case of the Chicago Exposition, 
which was postponed one year, Congress 
had caused the postpenement before the in- 
vitations were issued.”

It was that the Cristobal Colon lay out in 
full_view of any ship that might pass the 
harbor at the very time when Capt. Sigsbée 
went in close to the harbor and looked for 
her and ‘when he reported to Commodore 
Schjey that he knew the Spaniards were 
not there. She took that position May 25, 
and she Jay there until Schley returned-and 
found her there May 29.

He said that the specification 
in the precept which refers to Schley’s 
withdrawing his blockade to “a distance 
at sea” at night had been disproved. 

Capt. Parker, who* began the argument 
for Admiral Schley, started by saying™that 
this court ‘was without precedent, for, al- 
though there had’ been inquiries into the 
conduct of commanding officers, there had 
never been an inquiry into the conduct of 
a victorious commander. He then took up 
the specifications. His method was to con- 
front the witnesses against Schley with the 
log books; saying, “I prefer to trust the 
log books: madé at the time rather than 
the slippery memory of anybody at this 
late date.” Another favorite method of 
Capt. Parker's was to ask what would have 
happened if Schley had done otherwise 
than he did in each of tlie matters com- 
plained of. In each case he ‘declared that 
Schley_ would have been worthy of cen- 
sure, if not court-martial. 

He told the court that it was not there 
to judge of what Schley should have done 
in view of the knowledge Ave now possess 
about the whereabouts of Cervera’s fleet, 
but what he should have done in views of 


the information he himself possessed at the 
time. 





THE DAY’S ARGUMENT. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 5.—Mr. Hanna re- 
sumed his argument when the Schley court 
of inquiry convened at 11 o’clock this 
morning. He began where he had left off 
yesterday. As on yesterday he spoke in 
calm and dispassionate tones, and generally 
contented himself with outlining his con- 
ception of the purport of the testimony, 

Mr. Hanna briefly reverted to the cruise 
of the Flying Squadron from Cienfuegos to 
Santiago for the purposesof showing that 
neither the Vixen nor the Merrimac haa 
been the cause of the dblay on that voyage, 
and then continued his dftscussion of the 
retrograde movement, saying that but one 
explanation had been given for it in Ad- 
miral Schley’s dispatch—namely, the inade- 
quacy of the coal supply. 

““There is,” he said, “‘no suggestion of 
any other reason in this dispatch. In his 
testimony before this court Admiral Schley 
gavé four reasons for leaving his station 
off Santiago, but no one of these four rea- 
sons appears in his telegraphic report made 
at the time.” 

Mr. Hanna then took up Specification 5 
of the precept, relating to the circum- 
stances weeny | and the reasons tor, the 
disobedience by Commodore Schley of the 
orders of the department contained in its 
dispatch dated May 25, 1898, and the pro- 
priety of his conduct in the premises. In 
this connection attention was directed to 
the fact that the court was, by letter of 
Aug. 1, 1901, instructed that it is “ abso- 
jutely free to report, if such shall be found 
‘to be the case, that Commodore Schley did 
not willfully disobey orders, but that he 
Was justified in disobeying them.” 

Mr. Hanna contended that while Com- 
modore Schley was acting under the orders 
contained in Dispatch No. 8 when the ret- 
rograde movement began May 26, that or- 
der was superseded by the danaichan de- 
livered on the Brooklyn May 27 by Capt. 
Cotton, in command ofthe’ rvard, and 
in one of which it was said that “all the 
department's information indicates the 
Spanish division is still at~Santiago de 
Cuba,”’ and to which the order was: added. 

The department looks to’ you°to wséértain 
fact, and that the enemy if therein does 
not leave without a decisive action.” 


“ DISOBEDIENCE OF ORDERS.” 


Mr. Hanna took issue with Admiral 

, Schley th&t this was a suggestion and not 
a@ mandatory order. “So far from being 
suggestive, doubtful, or uncertain, are the 
terms of this order that they approach the 
verge of reproof,” said Mr. Hanya. “ Their 
incisive distinctness is notable, so much so 
that I think few subordinate officers, hav- 
ing turned their backs on a task to which

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.the Iowa eighteen days, the Texas forty-six 
days, and the Marblehead six days, retain- 
ing still coal enough to reach aives, 
Haiti, a point where, by Admiral Schley’s 
own testimony, he could have coaled the

The speaker also controverted the state- 
ment made in his dispatch to the depart- 
ment to the effect that ‘it is not possible 
to cruise to leeward of Cape Cruz in Sum- 
mer, owing to southwest winds,” quotin 
several witnesses to show that the win 
Was not from the southwest. Quoting the 
expression from the same dispatch: ‘It is 
to be regretted that the department’s orders 
cannot be obeyed,” Mr. Hanna remarked: 

‘Most undoubtedly! It was a critical 
time, and the action of. Commodore Schley 
in abandoning his station befere Santiago, 
thus, as he himself states, failing to obey 
the department's orders, created grave 
anxieties in our National councils.” 


THE COAL SUPPLY. 


Mr. Hanna expressed the opinion that the 
Commodore's statement that he ‘‘ could as- 
certain nothing certain concerning the 
enemy’”’ disposed of the controversy re- 
specting Capt. Sigsbee’s reports to the Com- 
modore and the statement of the pilot, 
Nunez. 

Taking up the coal supply of the fleet, 
as réquired by Specification 6 of the pre- 


cept, Mr. Hanna said: ‘“‘ From testimony of 
the commanding and other officers of the 
Brooklyn, the Iowa, the Massachusetts, the 
Marblehead, and the executive and other 
officers of the Texas, and from the steam 
logs of those vessels, it would appear that 
as fully and completely as any fact can be 
shown by evidence, it has been established 
that the Flying Squadron was on May 27, 
1898, fairly well equipped with coal. 

Specification 7 was next-eonsidered. This 
requires an inquiry as to whether every 
proper effort was mu&de to capture the Colon 
as that vessel lay in the harbor at San- 
tiago, and, referring to it, Mr. Hanna said: 

“With respect to this specification, it 
seems sufficient to say that when the Fly- 
ing Squadron arrived off Santiago on May 
29 the Colon was discovergd“in plain sight 
lying about 1,000 to 1,200 yards inside of the 
Morro, moored stem and stern, apparently 
with ——— up, and that she so remained 
during the 29th, 30th, and 31st of May ‘and 
until the morning of Juge 1.” In this con- 
nection, Mr. Hanna refefred to the recon- 
naissance of May 31, during which the Colon 
was bombarded, and said that ‘‘ during this 
action not one of our ships had the Colon 
under fire for a total period of more than 
five- minutes, and the Colon was not 
struck. 

“ Certain cautionary orders, some of them 
confidential in their character, issued by 
the department to Rear Admiral Sanspoee 
and printed in the record of proceedings, 
and also in the appendix of the Bureau of 
Navigation, Pages 171, 177, 366, and 367, 
have been cited as forbidding the exposure 
of vessels to the fire of batteries, nd as 
justifying Commodore Schley’s conduct of 
the so-called reconnaissance of May 31. As- 
suming that the substance of these orders 
was communicated to Commodore Schley by 
Admiral Sampson at Key West on the 18t 
of May, 1898, it is clear that they have no 
application to the conditions existing at 
Santiago on the 3ist of May.” 

Mr. Hanna then referred td the eighth 
specification of the precept, qancornlos the 
withdrawal of the ships of the Flying 
Squadron from the vicinity of the harbor 
at Santiago at night. Of’this he said: ‘It 
does not appear from-the testimony ad- 
duced before this court that the vessels of 
the Flying Squadron were withdrawn from 
the entrance to Santiago Harbor te a dis- 
tance at sea, and-therefore the extent and 
character of such withdrawal need not be 
discussed.”’ 


THE BROOKLYN’S LOOP. 


Taking up the blockade of Santiago, Mr. 
Hanna said he did not feel competent to 
discuss it, and therefore would content 
himself. witlr outlining its character, He 
said that beyond the Brooklyn's turn, the 
battle of Santiago was not involved in the 
inquiry. He said that according to the 
weight of the testimony no disposition was 


manifested by the Spanish ships to ram the 
Brooklyn. With reference to the he age 
concerning the possibility of collisien wit 
the Texas, Mr. Hanna called attention to 
the fact that the two vessels in closing in 
moved on converging lines. He said that 
Capt. Cook and Navigater Hodgson evident- 
ly had observed Commodore Schley’s move- 
ments on the day of the battle from dif- 
ferent stanpoints. 

Mr. Hanna said beyond peradventure the 
progress of the Texas was seriously inter- 
fered with. He, quoted Capt. Evans of the 
Iowa and Lieut. Nicholson of the Oregon to 
sustain the contention that the Texas came 
toa stop. Thus, he argued, a battleship not 
nr was imperiled, but delayed by the 
dafiger of collision at this critical time. 
The loop of the Brooklyn was, he concluded 
the only movement of that aay that had 
called for any explanation. r. Hanna 
had not concluded his argument when, at 1 
o'clock, the court took its usual recess for 
luncheon, 

After recess Mr. Hanna continued his re- 
marks concerning the Brooklyn's loop. 
contending that it was ngt made to avoid 
the Brooklyn’s being rammed, as there was 
no such effort at that time. He quoted 
Commander Wainwright's testimony to the 
effect that the Brooklyn's turn lef: a gap 
for the escape of the enemy. 

Mr. Hanna also discussed the reported 
colloquy between Commodore Schley and 
Lieut. Hodgson, which forms the tenth 
count in the precept, in which Schley was 
reported to have said during the turn, 
‘Damn the Texas.’”’ This remark, Mr. 
Hanna said, showed a lack of interest in 
another ship of the fleet. He expressed the’ 
opinion that there was much to sustain Mr. 
Hodgson’s recollection of this incident. He 
also’ discussed the question of the corre- 
spondence between Admiral Schley and 
Lieut. Commander Hodgson on this subject. 
That qurremponsenes had been initiated by 
the Admiral, said Mr. Hanna, and he made 
the point that in his letters Mr. Hodgson 
had maintained the correctness of his orig- 
inal position. 

With his remarks upon this correspond- 
ence Mr. Hanna concluded his speech at 
2:35 P. M., having spoken about four and 
a half hours. He said he considered the 
inquiry a serious proceeding, and the ques- 
tion involved most important, and~ con- 
cluded with thanks to the Court for its 
attention and to counsel for courteous 
treatment. 


CAPT. PARKER'S ARGUMENT. 


Capt. Parker, junior counsel for the ap- 
plicant, then began his address in support 
of Admiral Schley. He stood at counsels’ 
table and spoke in clear and distinct tones. 

“JT doubt,” said Capt. Pdrker, “if the 
naval history of the world presents or ever 
has presented a case of the importance and 
character of that in which we have so long 
been engaged. I doubt if a tribunal more 
exalted in the character of the persons who 
compose it has ever sat in judgment upon a 
brother officer. I doubt if an officer, with 


the lifelong character and standing and 
conduct that Admiral Schley has :always 
displayed was ever called “upon before to 
ask an investigation of his conduct as a vic- 
torious commander of a fleet.”’ 

Continuing, Capt. Parker compared this 
case with the charges made after the battle 
of Lake Erie. In that case there might 
have been some foundation, but in this 
there was no foundation whatever: He 
said that the court had in its wisdom pre- 
vented comparisons with other officers en- 
gaged in the Santiago campaign. 

“There is no accuser here,” he said; 
**nobody is on trial, and yet the case has 
been conducted as though Commodore 
Schley were on trial. We get it,”” he went 
on, “in the order of the argument now 
being made here. So that we are compelled 
to consider the inquiry as a trial.” 

Taking up the events of the copaign in 
their sequence, Capt. Parker spoke of the 
interview between Admiral Sam 
Commodore Schley at Key We saying 
that he would not give Admiral Schley's 
testimony on this point. He pointed out, 
however, that Schley was not then in- 
formed that the Spanish fleet had left 
Curacoa, notwithstanding. Sampson had 
been in possession of this information for 
three or four days. He then quoted Samp- 
son’s orders to Schley to proceed to Cien- 
fuvegos and there establish a blockade, and 
uoted Schley’s testimony to the effect that 

ampson told him he had at that time no 
advices as to the whereabouts of the Span- 


jards. 

Speaking of the cruise to Cienfuegos, 
Capt. Parker said it was inconsistent to 
criticise Admiral Schle for .stopping to 
take Capt. Chester on rd while at the 
same time criticising him for not calling 
Capt. McCalla aboard. ‘‘We can’t,’’ he 
said, “blow hot and cold in the same 


breath. The truth is, there was no real 


delay in the voyage.” Capt. Parker sald 
that any.one who condemned Admiral 
Schley for this voyage from Key West to 
aes must._be pretty hard up for an 
iss t was a charge unworthy of any- 
Speaking of the claim that Dispatch N 

c °o. 
7 had been carried by the lowa to Commo- 
dore Schley at Cienfuegos, Capt. Parker 
sald there was no evidence that the Jowa 
had brought any dispatches. Reverting to 
the claim that Commodore Schley had not 
made proper efforts to locate the enemy at 
Cienfuegos, Capt. Parker said that the task 
of landing a boat on the coast was an ex- 
ceedingly dangerous one. 


THE CIENFUEGOS BLOCKADE. 

“ There is no evidence,” he said, “ to show 
that Capt. MeCalla. made any attempt to 
send his men on shore, except during his 
cable-cutting expedition, when the results

Dispatches 6 and 7 had, he said, been 
brought out here for the first time, and 
Mr. Hanna had treated those dispatches 
very gingerly, as if fearful that he would 
burn his fingers. As for the Cienfuegos 
blockade, he held that it was sufficient 
that ne vessel had gone in or come out 
without permission. Moreover, the Ad- 
miral had taken all the steps possible to 
ascertain whether the enemy was there. 

“To send ashore in an enemy’s country 
to find out whether the enemy was there 
would,” he said, ‘have been foolhardy, 
and had the Commodore sent a boat ashore 
and lost it he would have been justly cen- 
sured for so doing.”’ 


The members of the court would unger-. 


stand that, he said, as they had all ébm- 
manded in the countries of enemies. 

The question of the signal lights on the 
shore at Cienfuegos was also reverted to, 
and the speaker said it was certain that 
Commodore Schley had not “known a 
thing of their significance until Capt. Me- 
Calla aortyer As for the McCalla memo- 
randum, {t contained no reference to the 
signals What reason Capt. Chadwick had 
for not communicating the signals to Schley 
Capt. Parker said was beyond his com- 
prehension. So far as seen, Chadwick was 
the only person to whom McCalla_ had 
communicated his code. ,Hence, if Chad- 
wick had prepared the McCalla memo- 
randum, it could very well be inferred, as 
he had information that no one else had, 
that he would have regarded the memo- 
rardum in a different light than would 
others who knew less. 

“IT contend that up to this time, so far as 
the blockade is concerned, so far as_ his 
conduct there is concerned, there is abso- 
lutely nothing shown by the testimony in 
this case frem which the slightest sus- 
picion of fault can be Nlaced upon Com- 
modore Schley.’ 

Replying to the claim that Commodore 

Schley did not obey orders in failing to 
present work upon new fortifications at 
Menfuegos, Capt. 
McCalla testified that when he got back 
there on May 24 they were in “Nhe same 
condition as when he left on May 16. Not 
a particle of evidence, he said, had been 
intreduced to show that any work was 
being done on the fortifications. ‘‘ The 
court will agree with me, I think, in my 
statement,” said the Captain, ‘‘that a 
Commander in Chief is gifted with some 
discretion; that he is entitled.to exercise 
it, and it is his duty to exercise it.” 


SCHLEY’S RESPONSIBILITY. 


The speaker then read the ‘“ Dear 
Schley”’ letter of May 20, in which Ad- 
miral Sampson said he had decided not 
to change his plans to hold Cienfuegos, 
as he felt that even if Cervera had taken 
refuge at Santiago he must inevitably still 
go to Cienfuegos, and commented upon 
it at some length. He contended that both 


this dispatch and No. 8 had been sent at 
a later date than had been suggested \by 
the naval officials. Sampson had, he sald, 
instructed Schley to remain at Cienfuegos, 
notwithstanding the Department’s advice 
to proceed to Santiago, and in No. 8 dis- 
cretion had plainly been given to Schley. 

** Suppose,” he said, ‘' he had gone off 
and it had been found that the Spaniards 
were there, he would have been con- 
demned, and justly, and in case of a court 
martial, learned friends here would have 
thundered against him. I say that no 
criticism is deserved for the Commodore’s 
conduct at Cienfuegos.” 

He contended that the Ardois lights at 
Cienfuegos were the best evidence that the 
fleet was still there, and that when he left 
nothing could have been known until next 
morning. This closed the discussion of 
the Cienfuegos blockade, and Capt. Parker 
contended that he had then acted wisely 
—showing that the discretion allowed him 
was well placed. As for himself, he cared 
nothing for the gossip of the wardrooms 
or the talk of the young officers. 

“Their talk pales into insignificance,” he 
said, ‘‘ beside the achievements of Admiral 
Schley, whose name will continue to shine. 
brighter and brighter every day.” 

aking up the question of the progress of 
the Flying Squadron from Cienfuegos to 
Santiago, Capt. Parker said that if the 
court will take the trouble to look at the 
logs of the various ships, the members will! 
see that there is nothing in that charge. 
“I prefer to take what the officers wrote 
at the time rather than what they may 
say now.” Regarding the state ofthe 
weather at that time Capt. Parker said: 
“The court knows that weather is of. no 
consequence except that it produces a sea. 
It is the sea we have to deal with. There 
may not be even a gentle zephyr blowing 
across Mother Ocean, as some poetical fel- 
low has described it, and yet there may 
be a sea rolling that would make it dan- 
gerous, for vessels to come within a quar-: 
ter of afmile of each other.”’ 

The speaker said that frequently a per- 
son would go in a small boat from one 
ship to another in a sea that it would be 
exceedingly dangerous for two vessels to 
attempt to coal in. 

Capt. Parker claimed that in the passage 
from Cienfuegos to Santiago the speed of 
the slowest vessel of the sauadron must 
be that-of the squadron., It would not 
have been the commonsense idea of the 
situation, he said, to have ‘abandoned the 
Eagle and the collier and miake all speed 
for Santiago. 

Capt. Parker also commended Commodore 
Schley’s conduct of the cruise to Sapsiage. 
He had, said the speaker, acted according 
to the dictates of his best judgment—a 
judgment which, the Captain said, was 
better than that of less experienced offi- 
cers, an éxperience which had been gained 
in command “ under circumstances of every 
nature, in the arctic, around both Capes, 
on every sea, and under every sun. He 
was,"’ Cant. Parker continued, “ at least as 
likely to be as correct as those young offi- 
cers who for the first time in their lives 
were given command of a small boat.’’ 


DUTY OF THE SCOUTS. 


Taking the fleet to the southward from 
Santiago, May 26, Capt. Parker detailed 
the meeting with the scout boats and said 
that the condemnation of the Commodore 
for not communicating with Capts. Jewell 
and Wise was puerile. ‘“ All that Wise had 
to do,”’ he said, ‘‘ was to signal that he had 
important information and he would have 


been asked to come on board. It is the 
business, the clear duty, of any subordi- 
nate officer to make known to a superior 
any information he may have.” 

In the absence of information by the 
Captains of the Yale and the Minneapolis, 
Capt. Parker held that Admiral Schley 
had a right to suppose that Capt. Sigsbee 
had given all the information he had from 
the scouts. peeks of the information 
conveyed by Capt. Sigsbee, Capt. Parker 
said that officer was * curfously blind, not 
purposely blind, but curiously so. He had 
not gay - net been able to find out any- 
thing a t the Colon, but_when she was 
there and in plain sight on May 25, a clear 
bright day, when Sigsbee was off the har- 
bor scouting, he had Tailed to see her. This 
is to me one of the mysteries of the cam- 


paign. 

Almiral Schley objected to the date of 
the 256th, but Capt. Parker maintained that 
he was correct, and proved it by the Colon’s 
log. Continuing, he said, that with the in- 


formation given, Commodore Schley had 


acted wisely in turning back to Key West. 
**Whether he acted wisely and his judg- 
ment was sound is for ape gentlemen of 
the court to say—not with the information 
that has come since 
that the Commodore had at the time.” 

Going back to the cruise from Cienfuegos, 
Capt. Parker referred to the sending away 
of the Eagle. He said that Commodore 
Schley had not sent that vessel away from 
choice, but because of his great need for 
auxiliary cruisers. 

Capt. Parker then referred to the dispatch 
from the department received by the Har- 
vard at Mole St, Nicholas May 26. ‘‘ Proceed 
at once and inform Schley and also senior 
officer present off Santiago de Cuba,”’ he 
read from the dispatch. ‘‘ That dispatch 
does not contemplate at all that Commo- 
dore Schley is at Santlago,’’ he continued. 
“It is to inform Commodore Schley and also 
the commanding officer off Santiago. So 
that at that time the department evidently 
did not contemplate that Commodore Schley 
had@ arrived at Santiago, and yet we have 
heard it said he was due there on the 24th,” 

Quoting from the dispatch, Capt. Parker 
read: ‘‘ The department’s information? in- 
dicates that the Spanish division is still 
at Santiago.”” ‘‘Is there anything positive 
about that?’’ he asked. ‘‘If the depart- 
ment had chosen to say that the Snranish 
squadron ‘is at Santiago.’ that would have 
been another thing, but it did not say that. 
There were still some doubts apparent in 
the mind of the department on that sub- 
ject.” Referring at this point to the testi- 
mony of Capt. Sigsbee, Capt. Parker said 
it was not hecessary to impeach anvbody’s 
veracity, “‘ but slippery memory after all 
these years is a very unsafe thing to go 
by.” he continued, ‘‘and the memory of 
four or five persons as to what Sigsbee 
said is better than that of Sigsbee, I think 


the court can be sure that Capt. Sigsbee 
did say to Commodore Schley when he 
came aboard the Brooklyn that ‘the Dons 
are not there.’ ’’ 


“DECISIVE ACTION.” 

Again quoting from the dispatch, Capt. 

Parker read: ‘“’ The department looks to 
you to ascertain facts.’ * 


“ Didn't the Commodore ascertain fasts?! 


he asked—‘‘‘and that the enemy therein 
does not leave without decisive action.’ "’ 
he continyed reading. ‘‘ Well, was there not 
decisive Setion?” he asked. “The poor 
old Spanish Admiral with his flags flying 
gayly at his mastheads on that day 
morning, and before 1 o’clock of that day 
he saw his ships on the beach, burning, 
gil destroyed. He came

Even 
if true that the Commodore committed 
gross errors of judgment, which I do not 
admit, but evén if true, he had no motive 
but to do his whole duty, as from the be- 
ginning he had always done it-mo more, no 
jess.”’

NEW NICARAGUAN TREATY. 


British Government Formally Accepts 
American Proposition Concerning

WASHINGTON, Nov. .5.—Ambassador 
Choate, who arrived in Washington last 
night, called upon Secretary Hay to-day 
and had a long talk about the projected 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty and other matters 
with which the United States Embassy at 


London has been concerned during the past 
Summer. Mr. Choate will remain over in 


Washington until to-morrow to see the 
President. 

Lord Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
has notified Secretary Hay formally that 
the British Government accepts the Amer- 
ican proposition relative to the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty as the base for a new treaty. 
Within a ig or two the State Department 
will begin the preparation of the conven- 
tion itself.’ As this document is expected 
to come in for the most minute scrutiny 
and the closest criticism when it reaches 
the United States Senate, the department 
officials are preparing to exert themselves 
even more than usual! to insure absolute ac- 
curacy of expression, and to avoid am- 
biguities which might lead to misunder- 
standings in the future, It is possible that 


this work will be finished in about two

AN ANTI-INJUNCTION LEAGUE. 


Formed in Chicago to Fight Legal Pro- 
cesses Against Strikers. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—Labor’s scheme for 
an organization to fight the injunctions 
of Judges and courts against strikers has 
been realized by the founding of the Chi- 
cago Anti-Injunction League, at a special 
meeting of the officials of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor last night. 

Provision for Starting a vast sinking 
fund to wage legal battle in court against 
the imprisonment of any strikers or pick- 
ets under the injunction processes is a 
notable feature of the new body. 

Alleged abuses which are to be fought 
w'th special vigor and persistence are the 
practices by which the attorneys of in- 
dustrial combinations are declared to have 
“railroaded”’ strikers and strike syrm- 
pathizers to jail on injunction proceedings. 

Legal fights by the best legal talent ob- 
tainable will be made for the liberty of 
each striker or picket as often as any are 


clied before a Judge for alleged violation 


or “contempt” of an injunctional order. 
Frequent use of the writ of habeas cor- 
us is threatened, and in case that the al- 
2ged arbitrariness of the Judges is not 
voluntarily restricted or compelled by agi- 
tation, the Anti-Injunction League will 
hot hesitate to ask for the impeachment 
of members of the judiciary on charges of

HORSES RAN RACE TWICE 


Error in Start at Aqueduct Caused 
a Perplexing Muddle. 








FRESH OUTSIDER WAS FIRST 





A Huge Crowd Saw the Holiday Sport 
and Enjoyed a Fair Day’s Racing 
Until the Last Event. 





The nearest approach to a riot that has 
been known on a New York race track 
for many years resulted from an error in 
the last race at the Aqueduct track yester- 
day, the responsibility for which has not 
yet been placed to the satisfaction of 
the disgruntled betting crowd. The mis- 
take was entirely due to the new system 
of starting, with no recall after the start- 
ing barrier once is raised, the barrier 
in this case being raised and sending two- 
thirds of the field away on a helter-skelter 
chase over a long course, while the other 
third of the field remained standing at 
the post. After the others had worn them- 
selves out in the first round of the track, 
and it was declared no race, the fresh 
horses of course had the race to them- 
selves, while the tired out horses that had 
engaged in the first and so-called false 
struggle were never really dangerous at 
the actual finish. 

It added much to the dissatisfaction of 
the betting crowd that the first and false 
race was well contested by nearly all the 
horses that really figured in the betting 
and that after having raced well up all 
the way, the favorite, Dr. Riddle, was 
first in handy style. As a majority had 
backed Dr. Riddle, there was a general 
rush to the betting ring to collect wagers. 
Only the experts in racing affairs even 
dreamed that the first running was any- 
thing but a race. The horsemen, however, 
noted that the timing flag did not fall, 
and, though the barrier plainly had been 
raised, else the horses could not have gone 
away for the first break, doubts were ex- 
pressed as to whether the first running 
would decide the event, even while the 
horses were racing around the course. 

To the crowd generally, however, accus- 


tomed to the one lifting of the barrier and 
a start then, no matter who was left, there 
seemed no chance for anything other than 
a decision for the horse that finished first. 
The first intimation that this part of the 
crowd had of anything wrong was when 
the Stewards were called into consultation 
after the horses had finished, and on the 
statement of the starter that he had not 
sprung the barrier, and had not intended 
a start, the first running was declared no 
race, and the horses were ordered back 
to the post to be started again. Then the 
crowd awoke to the situation and began 
to swarm around the judges’ stand. 


HOW AN OUTSIDER WON. 


Astor and Big Gun had not gone on with 
the others at the first break, and it looked 
a certainty that one or the other would be 
first on the second trial, but there was 
little betting, the crowd being too much 
in doubt as to what decision the Stewards 


would reach. Many contended that the 
first running must decide the race, as the 
rules provided absolutely that one ere 
of the barrier constituted a start, an 
when the Stewards ruled differently, angry 
bettors ran. to get sitions about the 
judges’ stand, where loud hisses sounded 
throughout the second running of the race. 

When the horses finished is time Dr. 
Riddle was nowhere, while one of the last 
outsiders in the race, Big Gun, was first, 
he having come on in the last quarter after 
Astor made the earlv running, Astor stop- 
ing at the finish and barely getting into 
Phivd place, Whistling Coon taking the sec- 
ond ae 

Starter Mars Cassidy made no attempt to 
explain how ‘the ridiculous false start hap- 
pened to be made, but hurried away from 
the track under the protection of Robert 
Pinkerton,. while the crowd, which had 
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been held in check by the pregence of 
Pinkerton, vainly tried to muster up cour- 
age to attack the starter. As matters end- 
ed the worst that befell Cassidy was a vast 
amount of abuse, the crowd contenting it- 
self after that by loud expressions of dis- 
approval and distrust. 

‘here was no appeal from the decisions 
of the Stewards, however, and the incident 
is closed for all time, as far as the pay- 
ment of bets is concerned, though it is prob. 
able that the Stewards of The Jockey Club 
will be called on to frame a rule that shall 
determine how the no recall plan of start- 
ing shall operate. Under the rule the 
jockeys were not to be blamed for the go- 
ing on when the barrier rose yesterday, as 
they have been fined repeatedly for not 
going at this signal. The only explana- 


. tion that has been made of the'happening 
| is that one of the boys riding in the race 














sprung the barrier by crowding against it, 
and that then the alert boys went on to 
race. 

Aside from the incident of the false start 
the racing was productive of nothing un- 
usual, though the sport was about the best 
of the meeting, and the election day holi- 
day crowd was the largest that has been 
gathered at the track this season. The 
going was safe and good and ‘the fields av- 
eraged larger than for any day earlier in 
the meeting. 

The features of the afternoon were two 
handicaps, one for two-year-olds and the 
other for all ages, the famous old mare 
Imp once more making her “ last '’ appear- 
ance on the turf in the latter. This was 
styled the Idlewild Handicap, at one mile 
and a sixteenth, and Imp started equal fa- 
vorite with Potente, the old Ohio mare, 
carrying the top weight of 126 pounds. Imp 
and St. Finnan went out together and made 
the pace lapped in front until the head of 
the gtretch was reached, after which 
Potente moved up from third place, and as 
both the petemaltrs tired, went on and 
won handily by a length and a half. Imp 
lasted best of the others, and got second 
place by a similar distance from St. Fin- 
nan. 

For the Winfield Handicap, five and a 
half furlongs for two-year-olds, Femesole 
and Eddie Bysch were the choices at about 
equal prices at the post. Femesole broke 
well up, and going straight on to the front 
raced in the lead all the way and won 
handily by two lengths, with Alibert second 
a head before Major Daingerfield third.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Conjecture as to what the stock market 
will or will not do is more or less profit- 
less so long as the market remains in the 
contro] of the professional element—and 
under that control it undoubtedly has 
been for some weeks past. Price move- 
ments for the most part, therefore, have 
been without any significance other than 
that which attaches to the varying 
whims and views of the trading element, 
and that confessedly is not great. 

Yet signs aré not wanting now that the 
market may shortly find itself in other 
hands’ and shaped by newer influences 
and interests. In the latter part of last 
week, and again on Monday, there was 
clearly seen, beyond the professional op- 
erations, what the Street is pleased to 
call “‘ bankers’ buying’’—that is, pur- 
chases for the account of leading finan- 
cial interests. This appeared, first in 
the Vanderbilt group, then in what area 
known as the Morgan shares, and finally 
it developed pronouncedly in Union Pa- 
cific and, to a lesser degree, in Northern 
Pacific preferred, in Great Northern pre- 
ferred, in St. Paul, and in Missouri, Pa- 
cific. Whether or not there is much or 
little significance in this buying remains 
to be seen; but in view of the fact that 
official announcement of the Northern 
Pacific settlement is near at hand it is 
declared in the Street to be a reasonabiy 
safe conclusion that the buying is for 
more than a mere speculative turn. This, 
indeed, is a logical view, inasmuch as 
the details of the Northern Pacific set- 
tlement will show that the whole North- 
western railroad situation has so bean 
adjusted and arranged that all parties 
in interest are satisfied, and that har- 
mony and co-operation would seem to be 
assured for all time, with destruct've 
rate wars altogether a thing of the past. 
What this will mean to the railroads in 
the way of increased earnings, and to the 
stockholders in the shape of larger divi- 
dends, he who runs may read. 


Of late, London has been a persistent’ 
seller of American stocks, both in the 
London market and here. Yesterday— 
because of the heavy break in consols 
following the pessimistic remarks of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer—was no ex- 
ception to the rule, and hence the gen- 
eral declines scored on the London mar- 
ket. The dealings, however, in American 
shares were inconsequential in volume, 
with New York operators generally doing 
little or nothing, though it is worth no- 
ticing that Union Pacific and Northern 
Pacific preferred both show advances. 


The money market situation is steadily 
improving—and this despite the gold ex- 
ports. 


LONDON MARKET DISTURBED. 

The London market yesterday was much 
disturbed by the speech of Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach foreshadowing higher taxes 
and larger demands upon the people, grow- 
ing out of the continued war expenses. A 
sharp break in consols resulted, and, not 
unnaturally, the entire list suffered. Amer- 
ican shares, with several exceptions—con- 


spicuous of these being Union Pacific and 

orthern Pacific preferred, which were 
bought on New Yor orders—did not escape 
the decline, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing table, which shows the closing prices of 
leading American stocks in London yester- 
day, the New York equivalents, and the 
net changes as compared with Monday’s

INCREASE IN THE E MAILS. 


Report for the Country Shows 2.81 Per 
Cent. Gain Over Last Year’s 
Deliveries. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.~—The annual re- 
port of General Superintendent White of 
the Railway Mail Service for the fiscal 
year 1901 shows that at the close of the 
year there were 138 full railway Post Of- 
fice lines, 1,102 apartment car lines, 19 


electric and cable lines, and 47 steamboat 
lines in operation. The total mileage of 
railway, steamboat, electric, and cable 
lines covered by railway Post Office servy- 
ice was 182,154. The pieces of mail matter 
handled (exclusive of registered matter) 
was 14,181,224,420, an increase of 2.81 per 
cent. over last year. The number of errors 
in distribution was one to every 10,626 
pieces. There were 17,198,995 pieces of mail 
matter illegibly addressed so as to require 
special attention before delivery could be 
effected, an increase of over 2,500,000 over 
last year. 

There was during the year 825 casualties, 
in which 7 clerks were killed, 68 seriously 
injured, and 229 slightly injured. This is 
the largest number of casualties ever re- 
corded in one year in the history of the 
service. Recommendation is made for the 
rellef of injured and disabled employes of 
the Railway Mail Service by withholding 2 
per centum from the salaries of the cierks 
and with_it creating a fund to provide for 
disabled and superannuated clerks. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN HAVANA. 


One of the Recent Bids for Sewering 
and Paving to be Accepted. 


HAVANA, Noy. 5.—Governor General 
Wood has sent a communication to the Mu- 
nicipal Council of Havana to the effect that 
one of the bids recently submitted for the 
sewering and paving contract must be ac- 
cepted. 

This afternoon a committee, consisting 
of the Mayor of Havana and several Coun- 
cilmen, had a long conference with Gen. 
Wood and discussed the matter of raising 
the necessary funds. The Municipal Coun- 
cil will take the question under considera- 
tion and report Nov. 20. 

Gen. Wood sailed for Santiago to-night.
